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Night Tube given 
safety green light 

Anti-social behaviour fears allayed thanks to transport police and station staff

Safety fears over the Night Tube 
have been quelled after London’s 
transport watchdog revealed it had 
not received a single complaint 
about crime on the late-night ser¬ 
vice. 

TravelWatch said the presence of 
transport police and station staff 
had eased concerns about anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

The positive report comes three 
months after the Night Tube was 
launched on the Central line - pro¬ 
viding a long-awaited late-night 
travel link for passengers in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush and White City. The 
Night Tube was dogged by fears 
over crime and passenger safety 
ahead of the launch in August. 

But after 13 weeks without a seri¬ 
ous incident, official figures suggest 
the service has been much safer 


than expected. John Stewart, 
deputy chairman of London Travel- 
Watch, said: “We haven’t had any 
complaints yet about the Night 
Tube. It’s early days and complaints 
only come to us when they’re not 
satisfactorily dealt with by the op¬ 
erator - but it’s a good sign.” 

Despite concerns over anti-social 
behaviour and the illegal mini cab 
trade, London Underground manag¬ 
ing director Mark Wild said crime 
on the Night Tube had been much 
lower than in the early evenings. 

Speaking at the London Assem¬ 
bly’s transport committee last 
week, he said: “We’ve been very 
heartened by the fact that it’s a very 
safe environment. We’ve only had a 
handful of crimes and they don’t 
seem to be clustered in remote 
areas. Certainly the presence of 100 
British Transport Police officers is 
very reassuring.” 

Passengers travelling into central 


London from Hammersmith, 
Barons Court and Earl’s Court sta¬ 
tions will be among the main bene¬ 
ficiaries when the Piccadilly line is 
added to the Night Tube network on 
December 16. The expansion will 
enable night-time revellers and 
evening workers to travel around 
London into the early hours of the 
morning on Fridays and Saturdays. 

Mr Wild said London Under¬ 
ground would remain “vigilant” 
ahead of the launch and ensure the 
Night Tube continues to be a safe 
and secure environment for passen¬ 
gers. 

“I’ve travelled on it two or three 
times myself,” he added. “It’s quite 
a vibrant environment, with a mix 
of people. But generally it’s very 
safe, as evidenced by the statistics. 

“The presence of our staff is the 
most reassuring thing. Our stations 
are already quite bright and well-lit, 
and we put a lot of effort into addi¬ 


tional CCTV and lighting.” 

TravelWatch is anticipating a 
greater number of complaints about 
noise pollution when the Night 
Tube is extended to the Northern 
and Piccadilly lines. 

London Underground is working 
to keep noise levels below 50 deci¬ 
bels but the watchdog warned that 
exceeding the World Health Organ¬ 
isation standard of 35 decibels 
risked angering residents. 

London Underground has re¬ 
ceived 37 unique complaints about 
noise on the Night Tube since its 
launch in August. 

Mr Wild added: “There’s more to 
do and we are ever vigilant. My 
commitment is not going to stop 
there because it’s essential that we 
are good neighbours. I do realise 
that running a tube service at night 
could be disruptive but so far I’ve 
been very impressed with our re¬ 
sponse.”

A S celebrity icons 
like Kim Kar- 
dashian and Am¬ 
ber Rose push the 
boundaries of wh¬ 
at it means to be 
beautiful, it seems that London¬ 
ers are going to ever greater 
lengths in the pursuit of perfec¬ 
tion. 

The march to cosmetic star¬ 
dom might include a pair of 
puffed-up lips, a nip and tuck 
around the eyes or even an in¬ 
flated chest. But now one London 
doctor is helping women to sculpt 
their dream bottom into a peachy 
piece of art. 

Meet the man behind the beau¬ 
tiful behind, Dr Foued Hamza. 
He’s been practising cosmetic 
surgery for more than 20 years 
and is recognised among the top 
practitioners in the field. 

Based in Westminster, Dr 
Hamza has made a career out of 
helping women assemble their 
perfect body. 

His latest creation, the Venus 
Lift - named after the Greek god¬ 
dess of love, prosperity and 
beauty - is said to be the safest 
and most natural method ever de¬ 
vised for enlarging the buttocks. 

Sagging or flat bottoms are 
among the biggest insecurities 
women face in our image-ob¬ 
sessed world, says Dr Hamza, 
who consults day-to-day from his 
Harley Street surgery. But he 
claims a thousand squats a day 
won’t match up to going under 
the knife when it comes to sculpt¬ 
ing the perfect bum. 

“Many women take pride in 
the appearance of their body, and 
especially their bottom,” says Dr 
Hamza. “The name of the proce¬ 
dure - the Venus Lift - derives 
from this goddess as the dexterity 
and ability to perform this proce¬ 
dure is prided on perfection. It is 
designed to tailor the patient’s 
bottom to the exact way they 
imagined it.” 

Dr Hamza says he doesn’t use 
any implants or silicone, like tra¬ 
ditional surgeons, instead mak¬ 
ing efforts to consider the whole 
body before getting to work. 

“The bum looks and feels 100 
per cent natural after the proce¬ 
dure,” he insists. “And the pa-

tient doesn’t have to worry about 
any hard bits or, even worse, a 
fake-looking bum.” 

Through years of studying the 
relationship between the beauty 
of the body and the “harmony” of 
its curves, Dr Hamza has devel¬ 
oped a specialist sculpting tech¬ 


nique. Unlike classic liposuction, 
he remodels the necessary 
amount of fat from other parts of 
the body to create the desired 
shape and size. 

But he says his philosophy is

Peer quits as 
council leader 

PHILIPPA Roe, Baroness Couttie, has 
announced her decision to step down 
as leader of Westminster City Council. 

She has taken the decision follow¬ 
ing her elevation to the House of Lords 
this year. She was given a life peerage 
in David Cameron's Resignation Hon¬ 
ours and was created Baroness Couttie, 
of Downe in the County of Kent. Couttie 
is the surname of her husband 
Stephen. 

A council spokesman said: "In an an¬ 
nouncement to council colleagues, she 
said that since becoming a working 
peer and now having a greater under¬ 
standing of the impact the new role 
will have on her ability to discharge her 
local-authority duties in the way she 
would like, she has decided that the 
time is right to step down as leader of 
Westminster City Council and hand 
over the baton to someone new." 

Baroness Couttie was elected to the 
council in 2006 and was responsible for 
the strategicfinance and housing port¬ 
folios. With her passion for providing 
ladders of opportunity to local people, 
she was elected leader in 2012 and in 
2015 launched the ambitious City for 
All vision to create a place of heritage, 
choice and aspiration where everyone 
should be able to enjoy the benefits of 
Westminster's continuing success. 

The spokesman said: "There will be 
a majority group leadership election on 
December 7 and the subsequent ap¬ 
pointment of the new leader of the 
council is expected to be approved at 
the full council meeting to be held on 
January 25 - and until that time it is 
business as usual for the council." 

Baroness Couttie said:"It was my in¬ 
tention and hope that I would be able 
to continue in my role as leader of 
Westminster City Council at the same 
time as serving in the House of Lords. 

"Having now spent six weeks in the 
Lords and talked at length to fellow 
working peers, I have a fuller under¬ 
standing of the time commitments re¬ 
quired and how that will impact on my 
ability to discharge my duties as leader. 

"I have loved being leader of West¬ 
minster and know that to do this 
hugely important role justice, it re¬ 
quires complete focus. I have therefore 
reluctantly decided that, in order to 
serve the best interests of Westmin¬ 
ster, I must hand on the baton to a new 
leader."

SHOCK findings of a probe by char¬ 
ity Shelter have revealed that al¬ 
most 90,000 children in London will 
wake up homeless this Christmas. 

The charity has launched an ur¬ 
gent appeal for emergency funds to 
help the children whom parents say 
are frightened and at risk of expo¬ 
sure to drug use and violence in 
grotty make-do homes. 

A Shelter spokesman said: “Our 
new analysis of government figures 
has revealed that more than 88,000 
children in London face spending 
this Christmas homeless and in 
temporary accommodation, the 
highest level recorded since 2007. 

“Alarmingly, the figures also re¬ 
veal that the number of families liv¬ 
ing in emergency B&B and hostel 
rooms in the capital has risen by a 
worrying 18 per cent in just a year, 
as local councils battle to find 
homeless families anywhere else 
that is stable or affordable to go. 

“Fifty years since the housing 
and homelessness charity was 
founded, the country is once again 
in the grip of a housing crisis. With 
a new family in Britain becoming 
homeless every 10 minutes, Shelter 
is calling on the public to help sup¬ 
port its frontline advisers as they 
grapple with the increasing de¬ 
mand for help from families fight¬ 
ing to stay in their homes.” 

To shed light on the harsh reali¬ 
ties of modern-day hidden home¬ 
lessness, the charity carried out 
in-depth interviews with families 
currently or recently living in 
emergency B&Bs or hostels or sofa¬ 
surfing. Some of the investigation’s 
most shocking findings included: 

• More than three quarters of fam¬ 
ilies said they felt their accommo¬ 
dation was unsafe, with the worst 
accounts involving exposure to 
drug abuse and fighting, and 
strangers sleeping in the corridors. 


# Every family lived in a single 
room without any space for the chil¬ 
dren to play, and more than half of 
parents also had to share a bed with 
their children. 

# Three fifths of families had to 
share toilet and bathroom facilities, 
often in a poor and unsanitary con¬ 
dition, with other residents. 

# More than two thirds of families 
said their room was in a state of dis¬ 
repair, including reports of mould, 
broken beds and stained mattresses, 
as well as more serious hazards like 
sparking electrical sockets and win¬ 
dows that wouldn’t close. 

The investigation also revealed 
the emotional and mental turmoil of 
living in these circumstances. Most 
of the families interviewed said 
their children’s mental and emo¬ 
tional health had been badly af¬ 
fected, with youngsters becoming 
anxious, isolated from their friends 
and struggling to sleep. 

Campbell Robb, chief executive of 
Shelter, said: “News of the devastat¬ 


ing rise in homeless children in 
London will bring heartache to mil¬ 
lions of people across the capital. 
But the sad fact is 50 years since 
Shelter was founded, too many fam¬ 
ilies still need our help. 

“Almost daily we hear from par¬ 
ents desperate to escape the single 
cramped room of a B&B or hostel 
that they find themselves struggling 
to raise their children in. 

“Imagine having to eat all of your 
meals on the floor, share a bed with 
the rest of your family, or being too 
frightened to leave your room at 
night - these are things no parent 
wants their child to endure. 

“That’s why we urgently need the 
public’s support to help us be there 
for the thousands of families who’ll 
need us this Christmas. Join us and 
together we will not rest until every 
homeless child has a place to call 
home.”

nurseries around the country struggle to cope 
with funding pressures and afford the costs of 
training and recruitment." 

The charity says early language skills are the 
fundamental building blocks for a child's devel¬ 
opment, confidence and ability to learn. 

"Our research shows that children already be¬ 
hind at the age of five are four times more likely 
to fall below expected standards of reading by the 
end of primary school than those who started 
school on track, and are more likely to struggle to 
succeed in the world of work. 

"It can also have a significant impact on their 
confidence, social skills, relationships and be¬ 
haviour." 

In order to meet its ambitions to radically boost 
the chances of youngsters who are struggling, 
Save the Children, along with leading child-de¬ 
velopment experts, is calling on the government 
to reverse the trend urgently by investing in a 
qualified early-years teacher in every indepen¬ 
dent nursery across the country. 

Clinical psychologist Dr Elizabeth Kilbey said: 
"Having an early-years teacher in a nursery can 
make all the difference to a child's future. We 
know that during the early years a child's brain is 
developing at its quickest rate - and that lan¬ 
guage and communication skills are the building 
blocks for everything else they will learn, includ¬ 
ing subjects like maths and sciences. 

"Crucially, it also gives children the tools they 
need to build their self-esteem and confidence, 
and develop positive relationships with everyone 
around them. 

"Sadly, so many nurseries are struggling to af¬ 
ford to hire qualified teachers - and until they 
can, children will continue to slip through the 
net." 

Save the Children's Gareth Jenkins said:"lt's in¬ 
credibly worrying that so many children are at risk 
of falling behind by the time they start school 
when we know they don't have to be. 

"We need to start recognising that if we want 
to give every child the best chance in life - no 
matter what their background - they must have 
the support they need to learn, grow and develop 
in the early years of their life. 

"Nurseries do an incredible job nurturing our 
children but many are struggling to afford and re¬ 
cruit the qualified teachers they need to give chil¬ 
dren this support and support their workforce 
with more training and development. 

"If the government is serious about creating a 
country that works for everyone, it's crucial we ur¬ 
gently invest in a qualified teacher for every nurs¬ 
ery across the country - giving children the 
support they need to reach their full potential." 


Mayor facing embarrassing backtrack over president-elect 


SADIQ Khan faces having to make an embarrassing back¬ 
track when President Trump makes his expected State visit 
to London next year. 

The mayor of London is set for a squirming time as the 
president-elect has warned that he would remember state¬ 
ments Mr Khan made about him - statements which he 
called very nasty. 

Mr Trump, who will become the world's most powerful 
man when he takes over as president, hit back this year 
after London's first Muslim mayor warned after he was 
elected that the American billionaire's "ignorant" views on 
religion would make the world less safe if he became US 
president. 

Mr Khan said in May: "Donald Trump's ignorant view of 
Islam could make both our countries less safe - it risks 
alienating mainstream Muslims around the world and 
plays into the hands of the extremists. 

"Donald Trump and those around him think that West¬ 
ern liberal values are incompatible with mainstream Islam 
- London has proved him wrong." 

But in an interview soon after with Piers Morgan, Mr 
Trump said he was offended by Mr Khan's remarks. 

"He doesn't know me, hasn't met me, doesn't know 
what I'm on about," he told ITV's Good Morning Britain host. 

"I think they're very rude statements and frankly tell 
him I will remember those statements. They're very nasty 
statements. I think it's ignorant for him to say that." 

The mayor's future relationship with the president-to- 
be was not greatly assisted when Mr Khan's spokesman 
then amplified the spat by hitting back with angry words 
and a wildly inaccurate prediction. 

"Donald Trump's views are ignorant, divisive and dan¬ 
gerous - it's the politics of fear at its worst and will be re¬ 
jected at the ballot box just as it was in London," he said. 

The spokesman was further reported as saying: "Sadiq 
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has spent his whole life fighting extremism but Trump's re¬ 
marks make that fight much harder for us all - it plays 
straight into the extremists' hands and makes both our 
countries less safe." 

London is expected to be high on the list of the first 
cities which President Trump will officially visit after he is 
inaugurated in January - and that would mean him stay¬ 
ing as a guest of the Queen at Buckingham Palace. 

Although it may surprise his critics, who have painted 
him as boorish, the Queen will be shown appropriate rever¬ 
ence which he learned from his mother, Scots-born Mary 
MacLeod, and on a state visit he will be looking forward to 
the full pageantry of Changing of the Guard, fanfaring 
trumpets and eating off gold plates. 

"My mother's loyalty to Scotland was incredible," Mr 
Trump told journalists this year when he opened his new 


golf course at Turnberry. "She loved and respected the 
Queen, she loved the ceremony, the pomp and the circum¬ 
stance". 

The palace may find President Trump a wakeful house 
guest as he usually gets by on having just three to four 
hours'sleep a night, retiring at 1am and waking around 
5am. 

When it comes to breakfast, Mr Trump is a Prince Phillip 
man, most liking bacon and eggs with sausage and hash 
browns. But the palace chefs will be under instruction not 
to serve tea or coffee with his fry-up, as he drinks neither. 

If Mr Trump's personal tastes influence the menu for the 
traditional state banquet which is always held for visiting 
presidents, it could be interesting. 

At the banquet for the visit of the Chinese president, the 
menu included West Coast turbot and lobster mousse, a 
roasted loin of Balmoral venison in a madeira and truffle 
sauce, braised red cabbage, cocotte potatoes and timbale 
of celeriac and butternut squash. Pudding was a delice of 
dark chocolate, mango and lime and the wine list featured 
French and South African choices, 1977 Warre's Vintage 
Port and Ridgeview Grosvenor 2009, a sparking English 
wine originating in West Sussex. 

But Mr Trump is considerably less exotic in his choice of 
favourite meals - which reportedly include hamburgers, 
McDonald's Filet-0-Fish and cherry vanilla ice cream. 

"He has revealed in various Q&As that he also likes 
pasta, second helpings of potatoes au gratin, rib eye steak, 
which, unlike any serious eater, he wants cooked so thor¬ 
oughly that 'it would rock on the plate,'according to what 
his long-time butler at the Mar-a-Lago club in Palm Beach 
told The New York Times" The Washington Post reported be¬ 
fore the US election. 

Mr Trump also likes pizza - but only the topping. He 
never eats the base - health-consciously once revealing: "I 


like to not eat the crust so we can keep the weight down at 
least as good as possible." 

"Yet he has no problem eating bread in sandwiches, his 
pick of which packs in meatloaf, his third wife, Melania, 
told Martha Stewart," reported The Washington Post. 

"Meatloaf seems to be the mogul's ambrosia. The dish, 
based on a family recipe, appears on the menu at his club 
at Mar-a-Lago. And his sister, federal judge Maryanne 
Trump Barry, has baked meatloaf for him on his birthday." 

Although the palace stocks the finest wines and Her 
Majesty likes to have a cocktail of gin and Dubonnet before 
dinner. President Trump will have none of it. He is a teeto¬ 
taller who likes to wash down meals with Diet Coke. 

The US ambassador to the UK, Matthew Barzun, has 
moved to reassure Britain that the "special relationship" 
with America will continue under President Trump. 

"I'd emphasise that this special relationship of ours is so 
deep and so wide," he told BBC Radio 4's Today programme. 

"We have a military relationship, intelligence co-opera¬ 
tion and all that we do around the world together. There is 
also our business co-operation, all of the students that 
study in the two countries and the four million tourists 
that go in either direction. 

"I think the special relationship lives in each and every 
one of those strands, which is why, to borrow a phrase from 
President Obama, I think the special relationship in un¬ 
breakable and unshakable. 

"Look at what we've been through together, just the US 
and the UK over these last 70 years since Sir Winston 
Churchill coined the phrase'special relationship'. 

"We have faced down big challenges together, we are 
both resilient countries. Yes, we're going through political 
changes in both places but I have high confidence that our 
democracies, separately and working together, have 
bright, bright futures." 
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Stop gambling with 
lives, Khan tells Tories

SADIQ Khan has called on the 
government to stop gambling 
with Londoners’ health and take 
immediate action on toxic air. 

Following a High Court ruling 
that the government had broken 
the law by failing to tackle illegal 
levels of air pollution, the mayor 
now wants to see a package of 
clean-up measures introduced as 
soon as possible. 

Mr Khan, pictured , has pro¬ 
posed the toughest crackdown on 
polluting vehicles by any major 
city in the world. He is consulting 
on a wide-ranging package of 
measures which include a new T- 
charge (emissions surcharge) in 
the Congestion Charging Zone 
next year and plans to introduce 
the Ultra Low Emission Zone in 
2019 as well as expand it up to 
the North/South circular. But he 
said he needs government help to 
make London breathe easy. 

A spokesman for Mr Khan 
said: “Even with the most bold 
and ambitious plans in a genera¬ 
tion from the mayor, he has made 
clear that it would not be accept¬ 
able for ministers to ignore their 
responsibilities and simply pass 
the buck to the mayor and Lon¬ 
don boroughs. The High Court 
ruling stressed that it is the gov¬ 
ernment’s duty to meet the rules 
as quickly as possible. Ministers 
control some of the most power¬ 



ful policy tools to tackle air pollu¬ 
tion.” 

Mr Khan said: “After years of 
failure we now need the govern¬ 
ment to get a grip and face up to 
their responsibilities rather than 
pass the buck to me and boroughs. 

“Filthy air is causing 9,400 
deaths every year in London 
alone. And that’s before you look 
at all the other health problems 
caused to Londoners. 

“We need action now to protect 
Londoners from breathing in toxic 
fumes. The government has been 
seriously complacent about this 
health emergency for the last six 
years and now is the time for them 
to stop gambling with our health 
and show real leadership. 

“We urgently need a national 
diesel scrappage scheme and a 
Clean Air Act fit for the 21st cen¬ 
tury. We also need real funding 
prioritised for London - the 
mediocre funding given to our 
boroughs is woefully insufficient. 
It is high time the government 
took this seriously.” 

Barbara Stoll, senior air-quality 


campaigner at Greenpeace, said: 
“The mayor has shown great am¬ 
bition when it comes to dealing 
with deadly air pollution in the 
capital but we know that cities 
alone will not be able to tackle the 
problem. The High Court ruling 
has made it all the more clear that 
government’s attitude towards the 
air-pollution health crisis has been 
woefully inadequate. 

“Number 10 must take immedi¬ 
ate steps to get the most polluting 
diesel cars off our streets and hold 
car companies to account. It needs 
to provide an adequate plan and 
resources to help people make the 
switch to cleaner alternatives. 

“It is time for the government to 
decide if they want to give our cit¬ 
izens the right to breathe clean air, 
or continue spending valuable re¬ 
sources on treating heart and lung 
diseases that could be prevented”. 

Cllr Julian Bell, chairman of 
London Councils Transport and 
Environment Committee, said: 
“Tackling air quality requires im¬ 
mediate attention. With more than 
9,400 Londoners dying prema¬ 
turely each year as a result of air 
pollution, it’s vital that govern¬ 
ment take urgent action now. They 
need to properly equip the mayor 
and London boroughs with the 
funding and resources needed to 
really make an impact and tackle 
toxic pollution. All Londoners de¬ 
serve a healthier future.” 

Backing for the mayor’s de¬ 
mand also came from Dr Penny 


Woods, chief executive of the 
British Lung Foundation. She said: 
“We need further and faster action 
to improve air quality. Thousands of 
early deaths in London every year 
are attributable to air pollution. The 
mayor has made a good start in tack¬ 
ling the problem in London but we 
need government to make this an ur¬ 
gent priority - it must commit to a 
new Clean Air Act to restrict the 
most polluting vehicles and bring 
emissions down to safe levels.” 

Kay Boycott, chief executive of 
Asthma UK, said: “Around two 
thirds of people with asthma say 
poor air quality makes their symp¬ 
toms worse, putting them at in¬ 
creased risk of a potentially fatal 
asthma attack. No-one should feel a 
prisoner in their own home because 
the air outside is so toxic it could kill 
them, which is why I hope the High 
Court decision acts as an urgent 
wake-up call to the UK government 
to take action.” 

In a letter to Environment Secre¬ 
tary Andrea Leadsom, who was de¬ 
feated in the court case, Mr Khan 
called for urgent action including: 

• A 21st-century Clean Air Act: 
New legislation would provide the 
overarching framework for action, 
dragging the law up to date to cope 
with the massive air-quality chal¬ 
lenges we face today. This would 
provide a legally enforceable right 
to clean air - standards currently en¬ 
forced by the European Union and 
the government should introduce 
new powers to better regulate all 
sources of emissions, not just road 
transport, and give powers to local 
authorities. 

• National diesel scrappage 
scheme: Diesel is the biggest and 
most problematic source of nitrogen 
oxides emissions. A credible plan 
will need to accelerate the pace at 
which diesel vehicles are phased 
out. A diesel scrappage scheme is 
essential if converting to cleaner ve¬ 
hicles is to be made affordable for 
motorists and businesses. It is only 
right that the government provides 
this help - given that national policy 
has encouraged the shift to diesel 
over many years, meaning many 
people bought polluting vehicles in 
good faith. 

• Vehicle Excise Duty and other 
fiscal reforms: Before Clean Air 
Zone measures to tackle diesel 
emissions are introduced it is essen¬ 
tial that national policy is pulling in 
the same direction. 

• Additional powers: London needs 
additional powers to manage toxic 
emissions such as pollution from 
construction sites and river traffic - 
for example, additional powers to 
implement construction and river 
low-emission zones similar to those 
used for road vehicles. 

• Greater funding for City Hall and 
boroughs: Government should 
recognise that London’s air-quality 
challenges are linked to a national 
problem and provide additional sup¬ 
port. This should include a share of 
Londoners’ VED revenues to fund 
improvements of nationally strate¬ 
gic roads within the capital to free- 
upTfL resources to spend on further 
air-quality measures. Additional 
funding for local authorities should 
also be made available as the current 
£3 million which comes from 
Defra’s air-quality grants pro¬ 
gramme is insufficient given the 
scale of the challenge. 

• Heathrow: The government must 
now accept that a third runway at 
Heathrow is not compatible with the 
objective of achieving - and sustain¬ 
ing - legal compliance and reducing 
exposure to toxic air. 
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Apprentice levy is 
essential to meet skill 
needs of employers 



T HERE is a growing 
groundswell of peo¬ 
ple who now agree 
that apprenticeships are 
the key to solving the 
UK's skills crisis. The 
challenge now is to en¬ 
sure that the quality of 
vocational training is 
consistent across the 
board and meets the re¬ 
quirements of employers. 

I have been campaign¬ 
ing for a number of 
years, including talking 
to politicians of the high¬ 
est level, to raise the 
standing of apprentice¬ 
ships in the skills and ed¬ 
ucation mix. Many 
others, in and outside of 
the worlds of business 
and politics, share this 
view and our voices have 
been heard in the halls of 
Westminster. 

While the Government 
has fallen short of imple¬ 
menting my proposal for 
a fully-funded, national 
apprenticeship scheme, 
it did make a promise to 
get three million young 
people into apprentice¬ 
ships by 2020 - introduced 
by David Cameron and a 
key target for our cur¬ 
rent premier, Mrs May. 

The Government also 
introduced the Appren¬ 
ticeship Levy, which is 
set to come into play next 
year. There is still some 
debate over whether the 
turbulence caused by the 
EU referendum vote 
should lead to the 
scheme being delayed as 
are the concerns over the 
lack of knowledge re¬ 
garding the levy from 
some businesses. 

A survey carried out by 
the British Chambers of 
Commerce discovered 
that four out of ten busi¬ 
nesses have no under¬ 
standing or have not 
heard of the levy, which 
is quite worrying. 

What's not in doubt is 
the importance of the 
levy. Big business has 
complained that it's an¬ 


other tax on them, but it's 
essential if we are to 
have enough skilled peo¬ 
ple to meet the needs of 
employers. 

The funds these big 
firms will put into the 
levy pot is the equivalent 
of what happened in 
early 20 th century indus¬ 
tries, such as shipbuild¬ 
ing, where companies 
took on more apprentices 
than they had jobs, be¬ 
cause they knew the 
extra ones would be 
snapped up by local com¬ 
panies, usually in their 
own supply chain, once 
they had completed their 
training. 

This altruistic ap¬ 
proach has, in the 21st 
century, been trans¬ 
formed into an inevitable 
necessity due to the low 
levels of vocational train¬ 
ing in recent decades. 

But now the Govern¬ 
ment has taken the issue 
by the scruff of the neck, 
we need to make sure 
that whatever training is 
delivered is of a consis¬ 
tent standard and meets 
the needs of employers. 

Two recent reports by 
the IPPR and Policy Ex¬ 
change have added to the 
concern that quality is 
being overlooked in the 
rush to create more 
chances for young people 
to gain skills while they 
earn. 

Young people need to be 
confident that the quality 
of training they receive 
is of the same standard, 
whatever provider or em¬ 
ployer they secure their 
apprenticeship with. 

Even though the levy is 
designed to help create 
more apprenticeships in 
smaller firms, without 
confidence in the system, 
young people will be nat¬ 
urally attracted to 
schemes offered by big, 
well-known companies, 
even if their offering isn't 
up to scratch.

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Everyone has right to mental health care 


It is traumatic enough to 
experience a mental health 
problem when you know where 
to go for help. But for those 
who believe the system is 
working against them, the 
process can be terrifying. In the 
latest in a series of 
investigations for the Change Is 
Possible campaign, which is 
being backed by the London 
Weekly News and our sister title, 
the South London Press, reporter 
Jack Dixon examines the vast 
inequalities that prevent many 
of the most vulnerable 
accessing vital support 

M ental illness is often 
described as the health 
problem that doesn’t 
discriminate - it can 
affect anyone at any 
time. 

But research has shown that 
there are in fact huge inequali¬ 
ties in the way that certain 
groups experience mental health 
problems and access support. 

The statistics are shocking. Ac¬ 
cording to the Mental Health 
Foundation, people from black 
and minority ethnic back¬ 
grounds are more likely to be di¬ 
agnosed and admitted to hospital 
than white people. 

They are also more likely to ex¬ 
perience negative outcomes from 
their treatment and to give up on 
mainstream services - a process 
that leads to social exclusion and 
a further deterioration of their 
mental health. 

Here in London, the inequali¬ 
ties are particularly stark. A re¬ 
port by Lambeth council’s Black 
Health and Wellbeing Commis¬ 
sion in 2014 identified many of 
the difficulties faced by Black 
African and Caribbean people in 
desperate need of mental health 
support. 

While black Caribbeans make 
up seven per cent of the popula¬ 
tion that are registered with GPs 
in the borough, they account for 
17 per cent of people with serious 
mental illnesses. 

Around a quarter of people liv¬ 
ing in Lambeth identify as Black 
African or Caribbean, yet half of 
all residents in high secure psy¬ 
chiatric detention come from 
these groups. 

Why is it that minority ethnic 
groups make up such a dispro¬ 
portionate section of mental 
health service users in south 
London? 

“BME communities live in 
more poverty and deprivation, 
including poor housing, and are 
more dependent on social secu¬ 
rity at a time of ferocious welfare 
cuts,” says Raza Griffiths, who is 
leading a project to create a men¬ 
tal health ‘manifesto’ highlight¬ 
ing the difficulties faced by black 
and ethnic minority communi¬ 
ties in Lambeth and Southwark. 
“We get racism in the services

that impact on our lives and face 
cuts to services. Some of our 
worst experiences are within 
mental health services.” 

Raza says this leads to a “well- 
placed distrust” of formal mental 
health services among minority 
groups and “circles of fear” that 
compound the problem. 


When individuals are not pro¬ 
vided with the support, they be¬ 
come demonised, marginalised 
and discriminated against - lead¬ 
ing to higher rates of arrest and 
sectioning. 

In fact, for many ethnic minor¬ 
ity groups, their first point of 
contact with appropriate mental 
health services is through the po¬ 
lice or the courts. 

“The distrust of mental health 
services means our symptoms 
can become worse as a result of 
not getting the right support, but 
this is not because we are not 
knowledgeable or are careless, it 
is because we have an under¬ 
standable fear of engaging with 
mental health services,” 

adds Raza. “Mental health ser¬ 
vices have a duty to make them¬ 
selves safe and healing spaces for 
all our communities. 

“But many people experienc¬ 
ing mental distress find we have 
nowhere to go. This is a disgrace 
in a supposedly developed coun¬ 
try.” 

Raza is leading the manifesto 
project on behalf of Kindred 
Minds - a support service for

black and ethnic minority groups 
provided by Lambeth and South¬ 
wark Mind. 

It aims to flag up stumbling 
blocks in the housing and welfare 
systems that contribute to in¬ 
equalities, while identifying 
areas for improvement in polic¬ 
ing and the provision of mental 
health services. 

Raza also wants to draw to¬ 
gether an action group of local 
policy-makers - health bosses, 
councillors and representatives 
from the voluntary sector - in a 
bid to amplify black and ethnic 
minority voices in south London. 

“This is a big agenda that will 
take time,” he says. “But in the 
course of talking with different 
groups, we are bringing people 
together and helping them recog¬ 
nise that we all have a common 
agenda and that we need to unite 
to get our voice heard. 

“The Government has made 
noises about the need to give 
mental health and race inequal¬ 
ity a higher priority and we want 
to play our full part in helping 
them achieve that through this 
manifesto.”

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Closing street to traffic 
will cut killer pollution 
by third, says research

CLOSING Oxford Street to all 
traffic will reduce killer pol¬ 
lution in the area by a third - 
and London mayor Sadiq 
Khan is being urged by health 
campaigners to bring forward 
his plan to ban all vehicles. 

New research has discov¬ 
ered that air pollution on Ox¬ 
ford Street drops dramatically 
when the street is closed off to 
traffic, reducing the health 
risks that come with poor air 
quality and account for 9,500 
premature deaths in the city. 

On a recent Sunday, Oxford 
Street went vehicle-free from 
Oxford Circus to Marble Arch 
for Very Important Pedestrian 
Day. 

Experts from King’s College 
measured the street’s air qual¬ 
ity on the day and compared 
it with the average reading for 
September and October’s Sun¬ 


days, finding that levels of ni¬ 
trogen dioxide were down by 
nearly a third after only a few 
hours of the street being 
closed to traffic. 

Oxford Street is one of Eu¬ 
rope’s most polluted streets, 
breaching the annual legal EU 
limit for nitrogen dioxide just 
one week into this year. After 
just a few hours of the street 
being closed to traffic, levels 
of nitrogen dioxide went from 
a seasonal average high of 
88mcg/m3 to 61mcg/m3 - 
demonstrating a reduction of 
nearly a third. 

Exposure to high levels of 
nitrogen dioxide can cause 
heart disease, stroke, lung dis¬ 
ease and cancer. Mr Khan has 
committed to make Oxford 
Street vehicle-free by 2020. 

Living Streets, the UK char¬ 
ity for everyday walking, says 
this new evidence demon¬ 
strates why that commitment 
is so important and is urging

the mayor, TfL and Westmin¬ 
ster Council to take action be¬ 
fore Crossrail opens in 2018, 
bringing an estimated 150,000 
more people a day to the 
street. 

Joe Irvin, chief executive of 
Living Streets, said: “Oxford 
Street is Europe’s busiest re¬ 
tail street but also frequently 
breaches legal limits for N02. 
These latest findings show 
how much we stand to gain by 
making it vehicle-free, im¬ 
proving our air quality and 
health. 

“Putting walking first 
throughout London’s centre 
will help create a world-lead¬ 
ing city where people have the 
freedom to breathe fresh air, 
experience our iconic streets 
and stay healthy - not just 
during one-off days but all 
year round.” 

Recently the government’s 
plans for tackling the UK’s air- 
pollution crisis were judged il¬ 
legally poor at the 
High Court. 

Dr Gary Fuller, 
King’s College Lon¬ 
don, said: “Clearly 
the Sunday closure 
of Oxford Street led 
to a big improve¬ 
ment in air pollu¬ 
tion for the shop¬ 
pers but the po¬ 
llution didn’t reach 
zero. 

“There was still 
traffic on the sur¬ 
rounding roads. 

This shows that 
solving London’s 
air-pollution hot¬ 
spots requires ac¬ 
tion over a wide 
area.”

The emperor's gun was sold last week

£ 1.95m musket 



A HIGHLY significant firearm 
made for China's second- 
longest-reigning emperor was 
sold on Wednesday for almost 
£2 million. 

The Supreme Number One is 
an "exquisitely crafted" musket 
created for the Qianlong 
Emperor of the Manchu Qing 
dynasty. 

He was the longest-living 
and second-longest-serving 
emperor in Chinese history, 
sitting on the throne from 1736 
to 1795. 

The musket was sold by 
Sotheby's in London, with the 
auction house giving it an 
estimate of £1 million to 
£1.5 million. 

It was the first time a firearm 
with an imperial reign mark 
had been offered for sale 
publicly and there was a high 
level of interest in the saleroom 
and over the phone. 

The gun, described as one of 
the most significant Chinese 
treasures ever to come to 
auction, was bought for 
£1.95 million following a 
10-minute battle - making it 
one of the most expensive 
firearms ever sold. 

Robert Bradlow, senior 
director, Chinese Works of Art, 
Sotheby's London, said:"This 
remarkable object epitomises 


the pinnacle of imperial 
craftsmanship during the Qing 
dynasty. Today's result will be 
remembered alongside 
landmark sales of other 
extraordinary objects that 
epitomise the pinnacle of 
imperial craftsmanship during 
the Qing dynasty. 

"Over the last 10 years we've 
seen the market for historical 
Chinese works of art go from 
strength to strength, with 
collectors drawn from across 
the globe and exceptional 
prices achieved whether the 
sale is staged in London, Hong 
Kong or New York." 

The Qianlong Emperor would 
regularly hunt with the musket, 
later in his life extolling its 
quality in an "eloquent" poem. 

It has gold and silver 
decoration, and bears four 
Chinese characters on the 
breech of the barrel to denote 
its peerless ranking. 

This makes it unique among 
the existing guns made by the 
imperial household for the 
Qianlong Emperor. It also has 
the imperial reign mark on the 
top of the barrel. 

In 1798, one year before his 
death at the age of 88, the 
emperor wrote a poem, about 
shooting a deer, in which he 
praised the precision of his 


musket. 

The Supreme Number One is 
closely related to six 
celebrated, named imperial 
Qianlong muskets in the 
collection of the Palace 
Museum, Beijing. 

Sotheby's held three 
separate Chinese sales in 
London on Wednesday, with a 
number of items selling for 
staggering prices. 

A rare tenmoku bowl which 
is thought to be almost 900 
years old sold for £1.085m 
against a lower estimate of 
£300,000. And an imperial 
jade from the Qing dynasty 
sold for £1.145m against a 
£500,000 estimate.

Westminster City Council’s Tea Dance is a 
free event designed to tackle isolation and 
loneliness in the borough - and guests, in full 
evening wear, had a stellar time. 

The afternoon spectacular is supported by 
the Sir Simon Milton Foundation, a charity 
that helps isolated older people in the city. 

The Red Stripe Band, with full brass sec¬ 
tion, and The Three Belles filled the dance 
floor in London’s largest ballroom and for¬ 
mer ice-rink, and music-hall performer Jan 
Hunt entertained with songs. Local ballroom 
dancer Rashmi Becker and her partner Nuno 
Sabroso performed a special ballroom quick¬ 
step and a contemporary Latin dance. 

A third of last year’s guests said they 


rarely get out of the house, with 86 per cent 
saying that they met new people and felt part 
of their community as a result of the event. 

One guest, 104-year-old Lillian, collected a 
bumper Christmas hamper, donated by Fort- 
num & Mason, for being the oldest resident 
in attendance. She said: “I look forward to the 
Tea Dance every year. It’s wonderful to see 
nearly 1,000 people on the dance floor, with 
help from the police cadets ensuring every¬ 
one has a partner. Thanks to the organisers, 
the day is very special.”

Amid the gathering storm clouds 
the capital remembers ...

W ERE there some tears of fear among 
those that fell with pride and the 
pain of loss on Sunday, when White¬ 
hall snapped to attention at The Cenotaph as 
The Queen led the nation in remembering the 
boys who never came home? 

Well that there may have been, for as Her 
Majesty stood in the winter sun blinking back 
emotion and London came to total silence, in 
that reflection may have been a dread that 
other young men and women may yet go to 
join The Minstrel Boy. 

In the spring, 800 British troops will be sent, 
with tanks, to the Baltic States’ border with 
Russia. In Iraq, 1,000 of their comrades have 
already been deployed to stand against a men¬ 
ace to freedom. 

This year, the 100th anniversary of The 
Somme, Remembrance Sunday had a greater 
significance as the storm clouds of war 
threaten to gather in our life again. 

Will any of the ranks of the young who 
marched to the salute of the veterans one day 
in some sad tomorrow join the colleagues of 
those veterans who died in terrible numbers 
in two world wars and in the many other con¬ 
flicts that came after them? 

We pray not, for there is a name on every 
poppy that was on proud display in Whitehall 
and on millions of chests all over the land, 
and no more are needed to further humble us 
in thanks for the sacrifice that those with 
courage will make for freedom, that most 
cherished prize. 

It is always overwhelming to witness the 
two minutes of silence of such a Sunday; they 
are moments of mourning, but there is a cel¬ 
ebration also in the glory of gratitude for 
those of whom John Maxwell Edmonds wrote 
the epitaph: 

“When you go home, tell them of us and say 
Tor your tomorrow, we gave our today’”. 

Today, in that tomorrow, people everywhere 
remember those lost by so many families; 
those who would never see the sunlight of 
Sunday, who would never hear Guards bands 
and pipers play Nimrod, The Flowers Of The 


Forest, nor the haunting words of The Minstrel 
Boy: “His harp belongs to the brave and free, 
and shall never sound in slavery!" 

That those who stand proud to remember 
have the liberty to do so is summed up in 
other, perhaps lesser-known, words of John 
Maxwell Edmonds: 

“Went the day well? 

We died and never knew. 

But, well or ill, 

Freedom, we died for you. ” 

That was the blessing of Remembrance Day, 
freedom. And for the privilege of it, there will 
always be the sounding of the Last Post.

A RMISTICE Day is circled in red on the 
calendar of every serviceman - but the 
occasion took on a special poignancy for 
one regiment this year. 

Alongside their traditional duties during the 
Remembrance Sunday service, members of the 
Royal Yeomary’s Command and Support 
Squadron were also celebrating a truly one-off 
event. 

More than 50 troops proudly paraded through 
central London as the squadron’s regimental 
flags were laid up at Westminster Abbey. 

The iconic cavalry standards - known as 
guidons - will take pride of place inside the 
Abbey, symbolising the dedication and service 
of generations of army reservists. 

It was the first time in more than 50 years that 
the Fulham-based troop, which is also known as 
the Westminster Dragoons, had been chosen for 
the historic event. 

And it may well prove to be among the greatest 
honours of the current troop’s time in service. 
Sergeant Major Paul Dryden said: “It was cer-

tainly one of the most significant events in my 
30 years in the army reserve. It was an amazing 
day. 

“The guidon bears the history of the regiment 
and carries our battle honours. It’s very impor¬ 
tant for Remembrance and a highly significant 
honour for ours to be laid in Westminster 
Abbey.” 

The historic laying up took place during the 
3pm Evensong service on Saturday afternoon 
after the Dragoons had marched from Welling¬ 
ton Barracks down Birdcage Walk and onto the 
Great West Doors where they were inspected by 
the Lord Mayor of London Andrew Parmley. 

Around 50 reservists from the squadron 
marched to the Abbey before taking part in the 
service. 

The parade was led by the squadron’s com¬ 
manding officer, Major Andrew Alder son MBE, 
who also headed the Remembrance Sunday pro¬ 
cession as it marched to All Saints Church in 
Fulham the following day. 

“It was a great honour to be a part of this truly 
special occasion,” he said. 

The squadron, which is descended from the 
Westminster Dragoons, has enjoyed a long his¬ 
tory with the Abbey since its formation in 190L 

Now based at Fulham House, near Putney 
Bridge station, it was amalgamated with the 
Berkshire Yeomanry in 1963 and a guidon was 
made for the new regiment. 

This first banner was laid up in the Abbey be¬ 
fore being presented back to the squadron in 
1982. 

Recruiting across the capital, Command and 
Support Squadron is now London’s only army 
reserve armoured corp unit, offering those with 
a taste for adventure the chance to train as a re¬ 
naissance soldier in their spare time. 

Both the Dragoons and the Berkshire Yeo¬ 
manry were raised for the Boer War and the reg¬ 
iments served mainly in South Africa, the 
Middle East, and north west Europe to earn 
their battle honours. 

The Royal Yeomanry is the only British Army 
reserve unit to have received a battle honour 
since the Second World War - in Iraq in 2003.

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Queen rocker blasts the 
council over leaf blowers

ROCK star and local resident Brian May has 
blasted Kensington and Chelsea Council over 
street cleaning outside his home, calling coun¬ 
cillors “idiots” and “a disgrace”. 

Writing on his website - brianmay.com - the 
legendary Queen guitarist has hammered the 
Council over the noise and fumes caused by 
workmen collecting leaves and he is calling for 
all councillors to be sacked over the “horrible 
intrusion”. 

In a post headlined “Leaf Madness, another 
RBKC failure” he wrote: 

“Back in the insanity that is London. Was 
woken up by a horrible noise of leaf blowers. 
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Went out to see an army of SIX men in orange 
jackets disturbing the peace with the awful 
noise of the blowers, dust and leaves being 
blown into my garden, and petrol fumes. 

“There used to be one man, Billy, who swept 
up the leaves in our road. He did a truly wonder¬ 
ful job. No noise, no fuss, always a smile and a 
hello, and the road was spotless after he’d been 
down it. Not a single leaf would you see. 

“Today we have six men and a lorry - and they 
are creating a horrible intrusion into our lives, 
and, in addition, the job is disgracefully badly 
done.” 

The rock musician posted photographs of 
leaves still on the pavement after the workmen 
had cleaned it and added: “This is what the road 
looked like after the invasion of this nonsensical 


exercise. Leaves everywhere, nicely com¬ 
pressed ready for people to slip over on, and 
break their necks.” 

In a furious rant against the Council he goes 
on: “Royal Borough of Kensington and Chelsea 
council members .. you are idiots. The whole lot 
of you ought to be sacked and we should start 
again. 

“This in addition to the granting of endless 
basement building projects to people who are 
doing it solely for profit, at the expense of the 
quality of life of Kensington residents. Yes, 
RBKC: you are a disgrace.” 

It is not the first time that Brian May has 
launched an angry attack on the Council. Ear¬ 
lier this year he announced on his website his 
plans to leave Kensington because the scourge 
of basement developments meant staying there 
was “a living hell”. 

In an open letter to the Council he was highly 
critical of the local authority, saying that he was 
objecting “in the strongest possible terms” to 
proposed basement extensions to two houses on 
his road. 

He wrote: “Along with my wife [the actress 
Anita Dobson] and many of my neighbours, I 
have now been fighting for over seven years 
against the unbearable disruption to our quality 
of life by the building of basements to properties 
in our area, for which RBKC (Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea) has given permission. 

"In our opinion, these permissions are a com¬ 
plete betrayal of the council’s duties in taking 
care of the residents of the Borough.” 

He added: “Ten years ago, the crescent area 
was a quiet oasis in London, with properties 
that all of us worked our whole lives to acquire. 
The tree-lined street was peaceful, giving many 
of us the environment we needed, working often 
at home. 

"We imagined we could rely on the borough 
council to ensure this area remained protected 
from harmful developments. 

“But in recent years the peace we all treasured 
has been shattered by successive unreasonable 
building schemes, involving piling rigs, massive 
removal of earth, and the deployment of huge 
machinery. 

"The result has been unbearable noise, dust, 
polluting fumes, constant heavy traffic and loss 
of privacy, making life in our houses and gar¬ 
dens impossible for over seven years, and with¬ 
out any prospect of this misery ending.” 

He continued: “Anticipating permission for 
these new basements to be constructed, we are 
now planning to sell up, quitting Kensington en¬ 
tirely, and to move out of London. It’s a massive 
disruption, and one we’ve been trying for years 
to avoid, but we’re now at breaking point. 

“In the coming months, I will not be backing 
off an inch in the fight against the basement 
building barbarians. 

"I will be battling on, for common decency, and 
the quality of life of the remaining residents of 
the crescent; but I may do it from a home where 
I don’t wake up to being persecuted every day 
of the week.” 

Despite warning that he may move, the gui¬ 
tarist is still living in Kensington, where he is 
currently recovering from an illness that caused 
him to cancel a UK tour with singer Kerry Ellis, 
planned for next month. 


Urn of ashes out 
with the rubbish 

HAS anyone accidentally put a loved one out 
with the bin bags? 

London rubbish clearance company Enviro 
Waste has launched a public appeal to find the 
owner of an urn which was discovered full of 
ashes in a waste 
haul. 

The ornate urn, 
pictured, was 
found in amongst 
the rubbish on 
November 4 after 
Enviro Waste bin- 
men were cata¬ 
loguing what 
among a week's 
worth of collec¬ 
tions was worthy 
of restoration or 
repurposing. 

But the company has no idea who put it out 
or where and they are losing sleep with worry 
over how to get the ashes back to their owner. 

"The nature of a multi-pick up means that the 
waste collectors visited multiple sites which 
makes it almost impossible to track who the urn 
belongs to," said a spokesman. 

"Enviro Waste is appealing to the public for 
any information on anyone they know in the 
London area who has lost or misplaced an urn."

James Rubin, owner of Enviro Waste, said: "It's 
very sad to think that someone may be missing 
a loved one's remains and even if discarding the 
urn wasn't a mistake, I know I would sleep better 
at night knowing we did all we could to reunite 
the urn with its owner. 

"The urn itself is beautiful and in very good 
condition so my gut feeling is that it was cher¬ 
ished and probably not meant to be discarded. 
I hope that our appeal is successful because I'm 
not sure what we would do with it." 

Call to ban 
‘killer lorries’ 

FOLLOWING recent cy¬ 
cling death tragedies an 
urgent call has gone to 
Sadiq Khan to ban 
35,000 "killer lorries" 
from London as soon as 
possible. 

London Assembly 
member Caroline Rus¬ 
sell made the demand 
after speaking at a vigil 
held at City Hall in re¬ 
sponse to the death of Italian prince Filippo 
Corsini, who was killed in a collision with an 
HGVin Knightsbridge. 

Following the vigil, supporters of the Stop 
Killing Cyclists campaign cycled to the spot 
near KnightsbridgeTube where the 21 -year-old 
died, which came only eight days after fellow 
Italian Luciana Ciccioli was also killed by a lorry 
as she cycled to work through Battersea. 

"These tragic, preventable road deaths are 
devastating families across London and the 
world,"said Ms Russell, who cycles regularly and 
sits on the London Assembly's transport com¬ 
mittee. 

"I stand with campaigners to highlight the un¬ 
necessary heartbreak of deaths caused by 
heavy goods vehicles. 

"I urge the Mayor to bring forward his star rat¬ 
ing for HGVs before the proposed date of 2020. 
We cannot wait four more years before these 
killer lorries are taken off our roads. We already 
know what a dangerous lorry looks like, why 
not bring forward the removal of the 35,000 
zero star-rated 'off-road' HGVs operating in Lon¬ 
don? 

"I am also calling on the Mayor to clarify what 
criteria will be used for his star rating system, at 
the moment what will be considered a 'good' 
three-star rating is unclear." 

According to recent data - based on London's 
roads in 2014 and 2015 - HGVs were involved in 
22.5 per cent of pedestrian fatalities and 58 per 
cent of cyclist fatalities, despite making up only 
4 per cent of miles driven in London. A major 
factor in many of these fatalities was vehicle de¬ 
sign and drivers having a limited field of vision.

Ladbroke Grove residents who have protested 
against the council’s decision to close the library 
and rent the building to the Notting Hill Prep 
School were fancy-dressed in Victorian outfits 
for the occasion. 

“The building was decorated with banners 
painted by local children, bunting borrowed 
from market traders and balloons donated by the 
Party Shop on Kensington High Street,” said 
party organiser Sophie Lodge. 

“There was a memory book for people to record 
their memories of the library and everyone en¬ 
joyed a sumptuous birthday tea laid out upstairs 
at the KPH, followed by a series of talks and 
thoughts about the beautiful Grade 2 listed build¬ 
ing, with a slideshow showing photos of the area 
through the years. 

“The final birthday present to the building was 
to see it lit up by a wonderful lightshow and se¬ 
ries of projections arranged by local residents. 
The council had kindly agreed to turn off the 
large streetlight outside the building on the 
evening, in order that the projections could be 
properly seen. 

“This was a completely uplifting event brought 
together by the local community to celebrate a 
beautiful building that has belonged to every¬ 


body for 125 years. Whatever the future of the 
building, it is so heart-warming to know there 
are so many people who care. 

“Huge thanks go to the KPH for allowing us to 
use their space - and Nuline, whose generous do¬ 
nation showed everybody that the heart contin¬ 
ues to beat strongly in this community.” 

Kensington and Chelsea Council is planning to 
close the library in 2020 and move facilities to a 
new and improved library for North Kensington 
50 metres away on Lancaster Road, as part of the 
Westway Project.

Shock rise in number of dogs being abused

BATTERSEA Dogs & Cats Home is seeing a 
shock rise in the number of dogs needing a new 
home and staff say they are “devastated and 
heartbroken” by the number who have been 
beaten up by their owners. 

Over the last two months the world-renowned 
sanctuary has seen the number of calls from 
people looking to rehome their dogs soar to 3,186 
- almost double last year's figures for September 
and October. 

“One such was Zara, a puppy who came to us 
terrified and in pain when she was brought 
here last month. She had been abused by her 
owner, she had a broken leg and a serious 
wound to her ear,” said a Battersea 
spokeswoman. 

“The home's expert veterinary staff are giving 
the three-month-old German Shepherd round- 
the-clock care and fortunately she is responding 
well to treatment. Despite her dreadful injuries, 
Zara's trusting nature means she has formed 
bonds with her carers and shown herself to 
have a friendly and inquisitive nature.” 

Battersea says that although some dogs are 
brought to them because owners are dealing 
with house moves or evictions, on many occa¬ 
sions the animals have become targets for do¬ 


mestic violence. 

Battersea's Intake Manager, Steven Craddock, 
said: "While working at Battersea is hugely re¬ 
warding, it can be devastating too - especially 
when we see tragic cases like Zara's. 

“All too often, animals come through Bat¬ 
tersea's doors with serious injuries sustained 
through neglect, cruelty and ignorance. Some 
have come from puppy farms and have never 
been properly socialised; others have been used 
for repeated breeding and are left with shocking 
health problems as a result. 

"In September and October this year, we've 
seen a huge spike in enquiries from people 
wishing to rehome their dogs and while they're 
doing the right thing by bringing their pets in 
to us so we can find them a new home, it's 
heart-breaking to see the state that some of 
these dogs arrive in." 

Battersea's Community Engagement teams are 
now holding workshops in prisons, schools and 
communities across London to educate people 
on what it means to take on a pet and to discuss 
the serious animal welfare issues the Home 
deals with on a daily basis, including backstreet 
breeding, animal cruelty and neglect, and 
puppy farming.

Due to the massive suc¬ 
cess of ITV’s Victoria and 
the new Netflix blockbuster 
The Crown, the £100 million 
interpretation of the story 
of Her Majesty and Prince 
Philip, programme-makers 
are known to be on the hunt 
for the next royal saga 
which would grab the vicar¬ 
ious following of millions of 
viewers. 

Harry’s colourful life to 
date could be just what the 
ratings-chasers are looking 
for, especially in the USA 
where he is widely consid¬ 
ered to be quite the prince 
charming. 

Harry, who last year topped a UK 
poll as Britain’s most popular mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Family, nudging his 
sister-in-law the Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge into second place, followed by 
the Queen, has all of the glamour and 
heroics that make him the ideal can¬ 
didate for the television treatment of 
a dramatised version of his life. 

There’s the derring-do of his time 
in Afghanistan with the Army, his 
touching championing of his injured 
brothers-in-arms whose cause he has 
fought for with Help For Heroes and 
his Invictus Games, his years of en¬ 
thusiastic nightclubbing, his work 
for endangered wildlife and, of 
course, his love life. 

Television producers are under¬ 
stood to be currently watching the 
latest episode of his romancing 
rather closely, to see whether his re¬ 
lationship with divorced American 
actress Meghan Markle blossoms. 

If it does - and judging by the in¬ 
tensity of last week’s statement from 
Kensington Palace it would seem that 
Harry’s relationship with 35-year-old 
Ms Markle is entirely serious - 
American television chiefs may well 


give the green light to production of 
a series based on Harry’s games. 

USA enthusiasm for a lasting 
match between Harry and Ms Markle 
would be stoked by the fact that such 
a love affair would be the first time 
that the Americans would have got a 
foot in at the palace since all of that 
unfortunate business between Ed¬ 
ward VIII and Mrs Simpson, and 
therefore a US television drama 
based on Harry’s romance would be 
a sure-fire winner. 

Although probably not with Harry, 
who - as he clearly demonstrated last 
week - is not a fan of media coverage 
of his life, unless he is promoting 
something like his admirable cam¬ 
paigns for mental-health awareness, 
wildlife preservation and his work 
for ex-Service personnel. 

This year he forcefully expressed 
his resentment of the unyielding 
glare of the spotlight when he said in 
an interview: “Even if I talk to a girl, 
that person is then suddenly my wife, 
and people go knocking on her door. 

“Everyone has a right to their pri¬ 
vacy, and a lot of the members of the 


public get it, but sadly in some areas 
there is this incessant need to find 
out every little bit of detail about 
what goes on behind the scenes. It’s 
unnecessary. 

“When people finish work in The 
City or wherever work is, if you want 
to have a bit of downtime you might 
go to the pub with your mates. 

“I do that less because it’s not 
downtime for me. I don’t know who 
I’m going to bump into, I don’t know 
if someone’s going to try to grab a 
selfie, I don’t know who’s going to be 
waiting outside. So there is very little 
private life.” 

Naturally, it might be said by 
courtiers brazen enough to make 
such an obvious point to the world’s 
most eligible man, that such a lack of 
privacy has quite possibly been exac¬ 
erbated by a lot of clubbing and play¬ 
ing strip billiards with young women 
in Las Vegas. 

But it is very difficult to instruct 
any 32-year-old bachelor, let alone 
one with such a zest for living, to best 
avoid attention by staying at home 
darning socks and collecting stamps. 


Instead, all that Harry’s 
doubtlessly accomplished PR team 
can do is to try keep him out of the 
headlines - a thankless and now im¬ 
possible task following the prince’s 
insistence that his Press people issue 
the furious statement last week, 
which confirmed his relationship 
with Ms Markle in terms that some 
of the media may take to be taunting. 

Of course, Harry is not unique in 
his indignation at media coverage. 
His grandmother, father, mother, 
brother and sister-in-law have each 
in their time issued statements con¬ 
demning newspapers and, especially, 
paparazzi. 

But the statement from Kensington 
Palace is an interesting document 
and is worth reading in full as it in¬ 
dicates a probable end of the essen¬ 
tially friendly, or at least mutually 
understanding, relationship between 
Harry and the media. 

“Since he was young, Prince Harry 
has been very aware of the warmth 
that has been extended to him by 
members of the public. 

“He feels lucky to have so many 


people supporting him and knows 
what a fortunate and privileged life 
he leads. 

“He is also aware that there is sig¬ 
nificant curiosity about his private 
life. 

“He has never been comfortable 
with this, but he has tried to develop 
a thick skin about the level of media 
interest that comes with it. 

“He has rarely taken formal action 
on the very regular publication of fic¬ 
tional stories that are written about 
him and he has worked hard to de¬ 
velop a professional relationship 
with the media, focused on his work 
and the issues he cares about. 

“But the past week has seen a line 
crossed. His girlfriend, Meghan 
Markle, has been subject to a wave of 
abuse and harassment. 

“Some of this has been very public 

- the smear on the front page of a na¬ 
tional newspaper; the racial under¬ 
tones of comment pieces; and the 
outright sexism and racism of social- 
media trolls and web article com¬ 
ments. 

“Some of it has been hidden from 
the public - the nightly legal battles 
to keep defamatory stories out of pa¬ 
pers; her mother having to struggle 
past photographers in order to get to 
her front door; the attempts of re¬ 
porters and photographers to gain il¬ 
legal entry to her home and the calls 
to police that followed; the substan¬ 
tial bribes offered by papers to her 
ex-boyfriend; the bombardment of 
nearly every friend, co-worker and 
loved one in her life. 

“Prince Harry is worried about Ms 
Markle’s safety and is deeply disap¬ 
pointed that he has not been able to 
protect her. 

“It is not right that a few months 
into a relationship with him that Ms 
Markle should be subjected to such a 
storm. 

“He knows commentators will say 
this is ‘the price she has to pay’ and 
that ‘this is all part of the game’. He 
strongly disagrees. This is not a game 

- it is her life and his. 

“He has asked for this statement to 
be issued in the hopes that those in 
the Press who have been driving this 
story can pause and reflect before 
any further damage is done. 

“He knows that it is unusual to 
issue a statement like this, but hopes 
that fair-minded people will under¬ 
stand why he has felt it necessary to 
speak publicly.” 

It will be interesting to see 
whether Harry’s relationship with 
the media can be patched up after 
that. Some fear that it will not be.

A RARE opportunity has 
arisen to become one of the 
Queen’s most select body¬ 
guards - if you’re sharpish. 

Applications close this 
week for the job of Beefeater 
at the Tower of London. The 
successful applicant will 
earn £30,000 a year and will 
be expected to start work in 
February. 

Not everyone can apply for 
the position of yeoman 
warder - to give the post its 
proper name - and to have a 
chance you need to be a bit 
more special than have the 
ability to look OK in a weird 
hat, skirt and red stockings. 


Warders are employed by 
Historic Royal Palaces and 
are appointed under the au¬ 
thority of the Constable of 
HM Tower of London. 

Historic Royal Palaces 
said: “You need to be a for¬ 
mer warrant officer or, in ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances, a 
staff sergeant in any of the 
Armed Forces and have at 
least 22 years’ service and 
hold the Long Service and 
Good Conduct medals. 

“We particularly welcome 
applications from black, 
Asian and minority ethnic 
candidates as these groups 
are currently under-repre¬ 



sented in our workforce. We 
are looking for excellent 
communicators who thrive in 
a busy customer-service envi¬ 
ronment, and who enjoy 
meeting new people every 
day.” 


Applicants should enjoy 
meeting an awful lot of new 
people every day - around 
7,600 a day as the Tower of 
London clocks up some 
2.7 million visitors a year. 

Yeoman warder jobs are 
rare opportunities as there 
are usually only about 40 
Beefeaters serving at any one 
time. 

Although having to direct 
more than 7,000 people a day 
is demanding enough, you 
could also be called upon to 
conduct other duties, includ¬ 
ing guarding the Crown Jew¬ 
els and watching over any 
prisoners who may be sent to 


the Tower. Although Lon¬ 
don’s other prisons are over¬ 
crowded, there has not been 
a prisoner in the Tower for 
ages. The last long-term resi¬ 
dent was Rudolf Hess, deputy 
leader of the Nazi Party, in 
1941 - although the Krays 
were sent to the Tower for a 
few days in 1952, for failing 
to report for National Ser¬ 
vice. 

While £30,000 a year is not 
the largest of salaries, the job 
has tied accommodation 
going with it and, if lucky, 
the successful applicant 
might be promoted to the 
post of ravenmaster, the chap 


who has to get up at 5am 
every day to let the ravens 
out of their cages before he 
hikes off to the butcher to 
buy fresh meat that is fed for 
breakfast to the birds who 
are the real beef-eaters of the 
Tower. 

Jobseekers keen on pro¬ 
tecting the Royal Family and 
their heritage may also be in¬ 
terested in another key post 
coming up for grabs - head of 
operations and security at 
the Tower - for which 
£65,000 a year will be paid to 
“an outstanding individual 
with a distinguished military 
career”.

T HE Queen is to become a grocer 
for Christmas - selling a range 
of her own-brand festive foods 
from Buckingham Palace which 
will rival Harrods, Selfridges 
and Fortnum & Mason. 

The Palace shop is to become the poshest of 
the posh stores with a new line of mince pies, 
Christmas cake and Christmas pudding - but 
Her Majesty’s prices are a cut below the rest 
of the upper crust. 

The Queen’s store, run by the Royal Collec¬ 
tion Trust and dubbed the superma’amket by 
wags, will soon be introducing the new range 
that will be sold under the Buckingham 
Palace label. 

Surprisingly, although the palace shop is 
not exactly in the Lidl league, the prices are 
lower than those of London’s other top stores. 

The Queen is to sell Buckingham Palace 
Christmas cake at £16.95, which compares 
very nicely with Fortnum & Mason’s own 
brand at £29.95, Harrods’ version at £24.95 and 
£39.99 at Selfridges. 

Her Majesty wins the “bake ‘orf” price war 
with her new mince pies too - £7.95 for the 
palace brand, as opposed to £10.95 at Fortnum 
& Mason, £8.95 at Harrods and £7.99 at Self¬ 
ridges. Buckingham Palace Christmas pud¬ 
ding is priced at £4.95, also less than other top 
own brands - £6.95 at Fortnum & Mason, £8.50 
at Harrods and £1199 at Selfridges. 

But such is the demand for Her Majesty’s 
pudding with brandy, port and walnut that 
the first batch has already sold out. 

The palace shop is also selling Christmas 
bubbly - again at prices which are very com¬ 
petitive in comparison to those at other stores 
favoured by the well-heeled. Buckingham 
Palace vintage champagne is going for £40 a 
bottle, compared to £85 at Fortnum & Mason, 
£39.95 at Harrods and £59.99 at Selfridges. 

The Queen’s essential festive foods are just 
some of a whole range of Christmas gift items 
which the Royal Collection Trust is selling 
with the Buckingham Palace label. 

There are Palace gin truffles and brandy 
butter, both at £3.95, Christmas chocolates at 
£5.95 a box and assorted royal-themed Christ¬ 
mas-tree ornaments from £6.95 to £25. 

Royal fans can even fool their friends into 
thinking that they’re on the most special of 
card lists this year, with Buckingham Palace 
Christmas cards at £6.95 for six. 

The trust said: “Designed exclusively for 
the Royal Collection Trust, these Christmas 
cards depict the iconic Buckingham Palace fa¬ 
cade, among a snowy winter’s scene featuring 
the animal most famously associated with Her 
Majesty, our famous corgis.” 

Somewhat more expensive is the £50 tag for 
the red velvet Buckingham Palace Christmas 
stocking, luxuriously embroidered with gold

Sir Geoffrey’s three-volume catalogue, with 
its 2,400 illustrations and 1,000 specially com¬ 
missioned drawings, was the winner of the 
2010 Apollo Book of the Year crown. But per¬ 
haps the interest in French porcelain has 
tailed off a bit, as the price has been dramati¬ 
cally slashed from £500 to £95. 

But that is just a fraction of the £1,000 which 
the trust is asking for another book, The 
Queen’s Mulberries, of which only 100 copies 
have been printed. 

However, for those not wanting to go round 
the mulberry bush looking for royal presents 
to go under the tree this Christmas can find 
gifts for all sizes of pocket for all members of 
the family - from a Buckingham Palace 
Guardsman children’s sleepsuit (£12.95), the

S tars from 
the music 
world are to 
unite in 
London 

this week in a defiant 
stand against terror - 
one year on from the 
horrific attacks in 
Paris. While the world 
was in mourning last 
November, the murders at 
the Bataclan Theatre came as a 
particularly sickening blow to musi¬ 
cians. 

As footage emerged of the gunmen 
bursting into the venue and laying 
siege to the audience, it felt to the in¬ 
dustry as though its whole way of life 
was under attack. 

In the midst of the mayhem that 
night was Nick Alexander, a mer¬ 
chandise seller. He had toured with 
some of Britain’s biggest bands and 
was known as a friend and confidant 
to the stars. 

Nick, who had been running the 
merchandise stall for US rockers Ea¬ 
gles of Death Metal that night in 
Paris, was one of the 89 people to per¬ 
ish inside the Bataclan. He was just 
35 years old. 

Throughout his career in the busi¬ 
ness, Nick worked with people of all 
ages and backgrounds from all over 
the world, brought together by a mu¬ 
tual love of music. 

He was passionate about his art 
and a dedicated professional, win¬ 
ning the respect of renowned artists 
and forging lasting friendships. 

Nick’s job enabled him to travel 
the world, to meet new people, and to 
live and breathe music for 15 years. 
The number of tributes paid to him 
from across the globe after his death 
was testament to his reputation. 

Now, one year on from the dreadful 
events of November 13, 2015, many of 
the musicians who Nick adored - and 
came to call his friends - are uniting 
in his memory. 

A special memorial gig - A Peace¬ 
ful Noise - is taking place at the Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush Empire tonight,

featuring Nick’s former tour-mates 
Maximo Park, Gaz Coombes and 
Frank Turner. Proceeds from the 
event will go towards the Nick 
Alexander Memorial Trust - the 
charity set up by Nick’s sister Zoe to 
help young musicians gain a foothold 
in the industry - and the Sweet Stuff 
Foundation, which works to support 
disabled performers. 

“We were overwhelmed by the re¬ 
sponse from the community,” said 
Zoe, recalling the hundreds of mes¬ 
sages of support her family received 
in the wake of the atrocities. 

“The positivity and solidarity in 
those messages was clear - music 
fans would not let this terrible act di¬ 
vide them. They would stand up for 


the liberty and freedom music had 
brought them, and use it as a force 
for understanding and tolerance. A 
Peaceful Noise is our response to try 
to harness this positivity, to pay trib¬ 
ute to the Paris victims with a posi¬ 
tive message of understanding, to 
celebrate the unifying force of music, 
to raise money for two music-related 
charities and pay forward the love 
and goodwill within the community.” 

Organisers say the show will bring 
together a host of musicians for a 
unique and eclectic one-off, around 12 
months to the day since the Paris at¬ 
tacks shook the world. 

Nick was a music lover, born and 
bred. And going to gigs had been a 
huge part of his life. 


WHEN Paul McCartney was con¬ 
ducting Press interviews in the 90s 
for the three albums that made up 
The Beatles Anthology he joked that 
any record that Apple Corps re¬ 
leased after that should be titled 
Scraping The Bottom Of The Barrel. 

The Anthology albums, made up 
of previously unreleased outtakes 
and different versions of hit songs, 
pretty much trawled what was left 
on the shelf and it seemed unlikely 
that there was much left to put out. 

And yet Apple’s genius for 
repackaging and remastering 
proved that The Beatles’ 
supremacy as the world’s most suc¬ 
cessful rock band was unending 
and a succession of other albums 
followed Anthology and became 
hits - including the remix-mash-up 
Love, the soundtrack to the Cirque 
du Soleil show, the original, 
stripped-back production of Let It 
Be - Let It Be Naked - and 1 , the 
compilation of all of the group’s 
chart-toppers which sold millions 



and set a new world record for 
going to No 1 in more countries 
than any record ever before it. 

Now Apple is set to go to the cup¬ 
board again because next year will 
be the occasion when we will be 
hearing the phrase “it was 50 years 
ago today” a lot. 

Next year marks the half-century 
that it has been since The Beatles 
completely changed the sound of 
music with the album that nobody 
saw coming and which has re¬ 
mained one of the most iconic, if 
not the most iconic, ever since - Sgt 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band. 
Are there any outtake songs from 
the Pepper sessions left over that 
nobody has heard? If so, Apple has 




kept very quiet about them. Al¬ 
though Apple is sitting on a 27- 
minute take of Helter Skelter, 
which is said to sound as ferocious 
as something out of the Vietnam 
War, and there is also said to be 
kicking about somewhere tapes of a 
jam session that Paul and John 
shared in Los Angeles in 1974 - 
these came after the Pepper ses¬ 
sions. 

With the marketing opportunity 
that a 50th anniversary presents, 
along with the chance to attract an¬ 
other generation of fans, Sgt Pep¬ 
per’s birthday is expected to be a 
massive multi-media affair with all 
sorts of genius novelty behind it; 
books, exhibitions of unseen pho¬ 
tos, artwork and whatnot at the 
V&A, remixes, a special-edition 
boxset and, it would surprise no¬ 
body to learn, possibly a musical. 

And the release of a never-be¬ 
fore-heard song that did not make 
the cut in 1967? Unlikely but you 
never know. 


He managed merch for Geordie 
rockers Maximo Park, who are head¬ 
lining the event, and had been close 
friends with Frank Turner, who has 
also been booked to play. 

In a recent interview with NME, 
Frank said: “I first met Nick when I 
was on tour, opening for The Auto¬ 
matic in 2006. 

“He was doing merch for them, I 
think. We hung out in the same cir¬ 
cles back then. 

“Nick was a solidly lovely human 
being, just one of those people who’s 
clearly one of the good guys - warm, 
kind, friendly and unpretentious. 

“The circumstances of his death 
meant it would have had an impact 
on the music industry regardless - 
but the fact it was Nick, a guy who 
had worked with countless bands, 
was a particularly hard blow. 

“The Paris attacks felt very per¬ 
sonal.” 

Frank remembered the shattered 
atmosphere backstage as he finished 
a set at the Glasgow Barrowlands on 
the night of November 13, 2015. He 
was afraid to perform the following 
evening. 

He said: “It made a lot of people 
nervous for a time. Certainly it was 
scary going on stage in Newcastle the 
following night. I think it also made 
people defiant, though - there was a 
sense of identity among music fans 
and workers, an idea that we 
wouldn’t be cowed by this and that 
we’d remember those lost.” 

Maximo Park said: “Nick was our 
merch guy a few years ago and we 
were extremely distressed at the 
news of his death and the other lives 
that were stolen. 

“The A Peaceful Noise show is not 
only a tribute to the victims of this 
senseless attack but it will also raise 
money for charities that promote 
music in the community and help ill 
or disabled musicians.” 

A Peaceful Noise takes place at the 
02 Shepherd’s Bush Empire tonight 
(November 15), including perfor¬ 
mances from Maximo Park, Frank 
Turner, Gaz Coombes and Fran 
Healy.

Gennaro Contaldo thinks everyone should bake their own bread 



I post pictures every day - lots of people 
want to know where you are and what 
you're doing," reasons Gennaro Contaldo, 
pouring his morning coffee with one hand 
and scrolling through his busy Twitter feed 
with the other. 

"I find pleasure when I look on my Insta- 
gram, Twitter and Facebook; in a way I'm in 
touch with everyone, and I feel like its one 
big family. There's so many nice people in the 
world; I want to meet them all!" 

Sitting in the idyllic garden of his East Lon¬ 
don family home, the 67-year-old chef and 
restaurateur - widely credited as the maestro 
who taught Jamie Oliver all he knows about 
Italian cooking - is in great spirits. 

When he's not posing for selfies with his 13- 
year-old twins Olivia and Chloe - "It's every¬ 
day, everyday, everyday, and I don't get fed 
up, I enjoy it, I like it" - the passionate foodie 
splits his time between cooking demos on his 
popular YouTube channel, training chefs, TV 
work (he regularly appears on Saturday 
Kitchen and has his own series, Two Greedy 
Italians on BBC Two) and penning cook¬ 
books, as well as his brand ambassador du¬ 
ties for Bertolli. 

"I'm a person who has to move all the time," 
he cries in that familiar accent. "As soon as 
I'm finished here, I'm going to Jamie's Italian 
at Shepherd's Bush to see my chefs, and then 
I have a Facebook Live, which is fantastic, 
and then I have cookery school." 

It's exhausting just hearing it - does he ever 
slow down? 

"Slow down?" he retorts with a chuckle, 
serving me up a delicious slice of home-made 
olive oil cake with raspberry coulis, baked es¬ 
pecially for the occasion by his daughter 
Chloe. 

"I'm my own worst enemy. When there's so 
many nice people, why do you want to slow 
down? If I feel I can, I will do it. When I can't, 
I'll stand back." 

His latest literary venture, Gennaro's Ital¬ 
ian Bakery, pays homage to his lifelong pas¬ 
sion for baking, recalling the hours spent as 
a young boy at his uncle's bakery in Minori 
on the Amalfi Coast, and memories of tucking 
into freshly baked bread in his family home. 

Gennaro hopes his collection of easy-to-cre- 
ate recipes will encourage more people to 
take the plunge. 

"Everybody should make their own bread!" 
he enthuses, throwing his hands in the air. 

"You can even go into a supermarket and 
buy a mix, just add water and bake it," adds 
the chef, who left Italy for London aged 20. " 
The secret is to use good flour, that's all." 

The book features a hearty mix of regional 
and traditional fare with a modern twist, 
from Parmesan Breadsticks and Pumpkin 
Bread to Focaccia, Pizza, Brioche and Biscotti 
("just like Nonna used to make"). 

The foreword goes to his protege, Oliver. 
"Jamie is incredible," gushes Contaldo, who 
first met 41-year-old Oliver when he worked 
under him at London's Neal Street Restau¬ 
rant in the Nineties. "When you show him 
how to do something the Italian way, he takes 
it in straight away; and when he does it, he 
does it better than me!" 

While he's heavily involved with Oliver's 
ever-expanding Italian restaurant chain, cre¬ 
ating dishes and training chefs, the veteran 
foodie's friendship with Oliver goes far be¬ 
yond the kitchen. 

"Jamie considers me his London father, and 


I'll always consider him my boy," Contaldo 
confides. "I have six children (as well as the 
twins with current wife Liz, he has three 
from a former marriage), and the sixth one is 
Jamie. 

"My father always believed, which he was 
right to, that Jamie was my son. He died be¬ 
lieving that. 

"I had to learn from him how beautiful and 
wonderful the world is," Contaldo continues, 
as he talks about Oliver. 

"And I learned that to give is much better 
than to receive, and to help is incredible. 

"This is his philosophy and mine as well. 
The world is beautiful so let's enjoy it." 

# Try Gennaro's Pane al Pomodoro 
(Tomato Loaf) from his new 
Italian Bakery book 

(Serves 4-6) 

125g flour 
7g baking powder 
45g grated 
Parmesan cheese, 
plus extra for 
sprinkling 
Itsp fennel seeds 
3 eggs 
40g melted 
butter, cooled 
2tbsp double 
cream 

50g sun-dried tomatoes, finely chopped 
Salt 

1/2tsp black pepper 
Handful of basil leaves 

120g baby tomatoes, leave the stalks on a few 

Preheat the oven to 180C fan/200C/400F/Gas 
mark 6 and line a 19 x 9cm loaf tin with parch¬ 
ment paper. 

Combine the flour, baking powder, grated 
Parmesan and fennel seeds and set aside. 

Whisk the eggs, melted butter and cream to¬ 
gether in a large bowl until well combined and 
creamy. Stir in the sun-dried tomatoes. Fold in 
the flour mixture and mix with a spoon until it 
is all well incorporated. Stir in a little salt (careful, 
sun-dried tomatoes can be quite salty), black 
pepper and basil leaves. Pour the mixture into 
the prepared loaf tin. Push a few baby tomatoes 
into the mixture, sprinkle a little grated Parme¬ 
san over, and place the tomatoes with stalks on 
top, pressing slightly, for decoration. 

Cover with 
foil and bake in 
the oven for 30 
minutes. Re¬ 
move the foil 
and bake for a 
further 10 min¬ 
utes until 
golden. 

Check by in¬ 
serting a 
wooden skewer 
as you would 
for a cake; if it 
comes out 
clean, it is ready. 
Remove from 
the oven, leave 
to cool, then 
remove from 
the tin, slice 
and serve.

Talk of the town 
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A SLICE of the West End is com¬ 
ing to Penge, when Sean Gren- 
nan and Leah Okimoto’s 
Another Night Before Christmas 
has its British premiere at the 
Bridge House Theatre, writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

The family musical will star two big 
names of the London stage with Britain’s Got 
Talent favourite Rachel Wooding (We Will 
Rock You, Evita, Jersey Boys ) teaming up 
with Olivier winner George Maguire ( Sunny 
Afternoon, Godspell, The Buskers Opera ) to 
take on the heartwarming tale within the in¬ 
timate auditorium. 

The Bridge House Theatre is within a tra¬ 
ditional Victorian pub on Penge High Street 
and is run by acclaimed director Guy Retal- 
lack, celebrated producer Rob Harris and 
West End leading lady Rachel Tucker, who is 
currently playing the green witch Elphaba in 
Wicked at the Apollo Victoria. The award¬ 
winning team scored huge success previ¬ 
ously at the theatre, with It’s A Wonderful 
Life and A Christmas Carol, and are likely to 
have another hit on their hands with the 
new family musical performed by the popu¬ 
lar London stage stars. 

It’s Christmas Eve - and for Carole, the 
festive season can’t be over soon enough. To 
her, this time of year is full of overindul¬ 
gence, over-priced everything and unfulfilled 
hopes and wishes. George, who plays a very 


familiar yuletide character in the musical, 
said: “It’s a modern Christmas tale. It’s about 
a 30-something social worker who’s very dis¬ 
illusioned and has given up on Christmas. 
She’s lost the Christmas spirit and has set¬ 
tled down to do an anti thing on her own.” 

Walking home from her office party she 
meets a scraggly-bearded “homeless” man to 
whom she gives her bag of leftover office 
party food. “She gives him some of her left¬ 
over dinner from her Christmas party, which 
is a nice gesture, and later on finds him in 
her house. Her house is locked down by her 
modern security system, so they are forced 
to spend the night together.” 

Who is he? A half-crazed burglar as she be¬ 
lieves, or a man with an unusual attachment 
to reindeer? 

The musical had its world premiere in 
Kansas City, Missouri, in 2007 followed by a 
number of productions around the US. But 
this will be the contemporary Christmas 
story’s first staging in the UK. The writers 
have allowed the south-east London com¬ 
pany to give it a more British twist, playing 
to the cynicisms of modern-day Londoners 
while maintaining the spirit and magic of 
the festive season with a local feel. 

George said: “There’s something special 
about doing a Christmas show and hopefully 
touching people, especially in a venue like 
the Bridge House. It will funny, moving and 
entertaining all at the same time - and of 


course it’s Christ¬ 
massy. It’s mod¬ 
ern musical 
theatre with a 
bit of an Ameri¬ 
can feel to it but 
it’s a whole mix 
of genres, with 
some storytelling 
songs and rock¬ 
’n’roll. It’s fun to 
sing and Rachel’s 
(Wooding) got a beautiful 
voice, so in the small venue it 
will really take people on a journey.” 

Another Night Before Christmas will also 
feature voiceovers from both Tucker and 
West End regular Oliver Thompsett (Wicked, 
Guys & Dolls, We Will Rock You), with tickets 
for the musical likely to be in huge demand. 

With its celebrity friends and local regu¬ 
lars, the Bridge House Theatre has gone 
from strength to strength since it opened in 
2014.George said: “The off-West End scene is 
thriving. It’s hard for new writing to be seen 
in the West End, so it’s great that we can put 
on new material in smaller venues and that 
it can get a chance. For a pub like the Bridge 
House to open a theatre is a risk but I think 
the local people love it.”

Direction proves a letdown 



All My Sons 

Rose Theatre, Kingston 
** 

STAGING a classic play by 
one of the world’s most 
revered playwrights is always 
a brave undertaking - but 
that’s the task Michael Rud- 
man has attempted at the 
Rose Theatre, Kingston with 
a revival of All My Sons, 
Arthur Miller’s classic play, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The play is set in the after- 
math of the Second World 
War. Miller’s moral idealism 
is infinitely apparent within 
this 1947 work, with a general 
theme of man’s responsibility 
towards his fellow men but 
also undertones of greed and 
ever-increasing social con¬ 
sumerism. 

We find ourselves in the 
Kellers’ backyard, the epicen¬ 
tre of the local community, 
with an affluent family whose 
eldest son went missing in the 
war and whose surviving boy, 
Chris, now wants to marry 
his brother’s former girl. 

A mother who refuses to ac¬ 
cept the loss of her son, a fa¬ 
ther whose wartime business 
dealings are suspect and a 
younger son who has never 
been able to escape from his 
sibling’s shadow greet us. 

Miller’s ability to swiftly 
and honestly portray the full 
depths of each character 
makes audiences become 
fully immersed in the story 


from the outset and it be¬ 
comes easy to understand the 
intricacies of the relation¬ 
ships within this seemingly 
average family. 

Sadly, however, the direc¬ 
tion of this production de¬ 
tracts from the clever 
interplay between the close 
family members, with some 
inexplicable movements 
which make it feel as if you 
are watching a complicated 
game of musical chairs. 

The playing area used is far 
too small, which means much 
of Michael Taylor’s glorious 
set is wasted. There are also 
some real faux pas, with a 
stagehand blocking an enter¬ 
ing actor and a character 
seemingly forgetting in which 
house he resides. 

Some of the performers are 
less than sure of their lines 
too, which gives a slow pace 
to much of the dialogue and 
results in an unfortunate am¬ 
ateurish feel. It’s a shame be¬ 


cause there are some really 
good performances, with Alex 
Waldman owning the stage as 
the loyal and lovelorn Chris 
and Francesca Zoutewelle im¬ 
pressively subtle and sensi¬ 
tive as Annie. 

The play itself has flaws 
and a couple of the incidental 
characters offer nothing to 
the action and at times add to 
the pedestrian nature of some 
of the sequences. That said, 
this is a powerful play which 
raises questions about mate¬ 
rialism, family loyalties and 
the pressure to succeed which 
are still applicable to our con¬ 
temporary lives. 

Perhaps, after a few more 
performances, some of the is¬ 
sues will be ironed out to 
make this a more profes¬ 
sional-feeling production. 

All My Sons continues at 
the Rose Theatre until Satur¬ 
day.

Nice show - but 
where’s the wow? 
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The Last Five Years 

St James Theatre 


IT’S slightly un¬ 
usual for a com¬ 
poser to direct his 
own musical, par¬ 
ticularly when it’s 
been performed 
successfully on pre¬ 
vious occasions, 
writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

That is the chal¬ 
lenge Jason Robert 
Brown has under¬ 
taken with The Last 
Five Years at the St 
James Theatre. 

The acclaimed 
song cycle is being 
performed at the 
venue, which has 
just been pur¬ 
chased by Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s Re¬ 
ally Useful Theatre 
group and is soon 
to change its name 
to The Other 
Palace. The theatre 
will become a hub 
for the champi¬ 
oning of new musi¬ 
cal-theatre writing, 
with contemporary 
pieces being given a 
place to showcase. 

The Last Five 
Years perfectly il¬ 
lustrates the need 
for further develop¬ 
ment and support 
of new musical the¬ 
atre, with modern 
themes played out 
by excellent per¬ 
formers and a story 
told through song. 
The musical, which 
was adapted into a 
film in 2014, has a 
feel of Sondheim’s 
Merry We Roll 
Along, with the 
structure taking 
the form of a jour¬ 
ney through time. 

Cathy (Samantha 
Barks) is a failing 
actress who strug¬ 
gles with the jeal¬ 
ousy of her 
husband’s literary 
success. 

Jamie (Jonathan 
Bailey) is a self-ab¬ 
sorbed author who 
begins their rela¬ 
tionship with good 
intentions but 
eventually suc¬ 
cumbs to the needs 
of his ego. 

His story moves 
from the moment 


the couple meet to 
the point of the 
break-up, and 
Cathy the other 
way around, with 
the pair only meet¬ 
ing briefly in the 
middle for a mar¬ 
riage scene. 

Other than that, 
the show is really a 
collection of solos, 
telling both sides of 
the same relation¬ 
ship with little in¬ 
terplay. While both 
performers work to 
their strengths, it 
lacks the flow of a 
more joined-up 
plot. 

Brown’s direc¬ 
tion adds to the 
stunted pace, with 
a clunky set hinder¬ 
ing rather than 
helping the action 
and the elevated 
projections hugely 
detracting from the 
actors’ characterful 
portrayals. 

Having said that, 
Barks dazzles with 
powerful vocals 
and Bailey is also 
impressive, playing 
more of a classic 
musical-comedy 
role, reminiscent of 
Dick Van Dyke or 
Tommy Steele. 

He’s not the best 
singer - but with 
an abundance of 
charm and a fantas¬ 
tic affinity with his 
audience, the 
slightly forced 
upper register is 
easily forgiven. 

This is a nice 
show, with lovely 
bits of music and 
charming perfor¬ 
mances, but it just 
lacks the wow fac¬ 
tor.

L OFTUS Road will be buzzing for 
the first time in a long while on 
Saturday (3.00pm), when new 
manager Ian Holloway takes 
charge of Queens Park Rangers against 
Norwich City. 

Unveiled last Friday as Jimmy Floyd 
Hasselbaink's replacement and 
Rangers'sixth manager in less than five 
years under owner Tony Fernandes, the 
53-year-old Bristolian has signed a 
two-and-a-half year contract. 

More than 10 years after leaving the 
West London club, he returns for his 
third spell, having served previous five- 
year terms in W12 as both a player and 
manager. 

Having QPR blue and white in his DNA 
probably earned Holloway the nod 
over bookies'favourites Tim Sherwood 
and Paul Clement. The board know 
what they are getting from one of the 
game's great characters and so do the 
fans. 

Holloway made 170 appearances 
(five goals) as a tenacious, no-non¬ 
sense central midfielder between 1991 
and '96 and led the club from League 
One to the Championship in 2004. 

"I feel honoured, privileged and 
proud," he said, "It's a huge moment for 
me and I am delighted to be back here. 

"I feel this is the right time for me. I 
feel like I'm back home now and I can't 
wait to get started. 

"I care deeply for this football club 
and I want to help Les (Ferdinand), Lee 
(Hoos) and our wonderful owners cre¬ 
ate something we can all be proud of. 

"Does anyone know this club better 
than me? Probably not. Has it changed 
much? Maybe. But I know what it 
means to everyone out there." 
Holloway's managerial career is che¬ 
quered but no-one can question the 
passion and commitment he will bring 
to the job. 

"People would die for this club - and 
I want our players to show that in their 
performance, and our fans to show 
them that they care about the players 
as much as I will do as their manager," 
said'Ollie'. 

"My job is to try and help this squad 
improve and create an environment 


that the players can succeed in, espe¬ 
cially at Loftus Road, where the fans 
love to see players express themselves. 

"I want to try and galvanise this 
squad and make my owners smile. 
Hopefully this is the start of something 
here." 

Holloway's first managerial spell at 
QPR, between 2001 and 2006, will be 
remembered fondly by R's fans, fa¬ 
mously helping to rebuild the club 
after relegation and then guiding them 
to promotion in 2003-04 on a 
shoestring budget. Holloway won 40 
per cent of his games (100 wins in 252 
matches), his best win ratio at any club 
he has managed. 

Holloway's 252-game stint remains 
the longest serving single tenure by a 
QPR manager since Alec Stock from 
1959 to 1968. Since the 1899-1900 sea¬ 
son, Holloway is one of six R's man¬ 
agers to win 100-plus matches (along 
with James Cowan, Bob Hewison, Dave 
Mangnall, JackTaylor and Stock). 

Long-suffering current day support¬ 
ers will be pleased to note the stat that 
Holloway won 63 of his 123 (51 per 
cent) matches at Loftus Road while at 
the helm. Under Hasselbaink, Hoops 
have won only two of eight home 
games this season and the entertain¬ 
ment value has been poor. 

Holloway's love affair with QPR 
began 25 years ago as a hard-working, 
combative midfield player. He began 
his 19-year playing career with his local 
side Bristol Rovers and had spells with 
Wimbledon and Brentford before arriv¬ 
ing at Loftus Road in 1991. He was part 
of the Hoops team that famously won 
4-1 at Manchester United on New 
Year's Day, 1992. 

He left QPR in the summer of 1996 
and returned to Bristol Rovers for one 
final stint, which also kick-started his 
career in management. 

His return to Shepherd's Bush as 
manager saw him succeed Gerry Fran¬ 
cis, who moved into a director of foot¬ 
ball role. 

But Rangers, already struggling to 
survive when Holloway took charge, 
finished that season by being rele¬ 
gated to the third tier. The club was 
plunged into financial administration 
and Holloway had to rebuild by recruit¬ 
ing a mixture of free transfers, trialists 


and non-league players. 

R's achieved an eighth-place finish in 
Division Two in 2001 -02, followed by a 
fourth place finish the following cam¬ 
paign, culminating in a 1 -0 defeat against 
Cardiff City in the play-off final at the Mil¬ 
lennium Stadium. 

Rangers gained promotion as runners- 
up to Plymouth Argyle in 2003-04 and 
finished 11th in their first campaign back 
in the Championship. 

Holloway parted company with QPR in 
February 2006, having firmly established 
the R's in the second tier. 

Since leaving QPR over a decade ago, Hol¬ 
loway's career has been full of ups and 
downs. He has overseen promotions with 
Blackpool (2009-10) and Crystal Palace 
(2012-13), while also enduring relega¬ 
tions with Blackpool (2010-11) and Le¬ 
icester City (2007-08). 

Despite operating with the smallest 
Premier League budget by a considerable 
margin, his Blackpool side played attrac¬ 
tive football but ultimately finished just 


one point off safety. Tangerines scored as 
many goals as Tottenham that season 
(55), also completing a league double 
over Liverpool, but they failed to find the 
balance between attack and defence, 
which resulted in them conceding a 
costly league-high 78 goals. 

But Holloway has never been one to 
dwell on setbacks. A year after dropping 
out of the top flight, he guided Blackpool 
to the Championship play-off final in 
2012, when they were unlucky to lose 2-1 
to West Ham. 

A move to Crystal Palace followed in 
November 2012 and once again, Hol¬ 
loway was back at Wembley at the end of 
the season, where his entertaining Eagles 
beat Watford 1 -0. 

In fact, no manager has won promotion 
via the second tier play-offs more times 
than Holloway (his achievements in this 
respect equalling those of Bruce Rioch, 
Steve Coppell, Steve Bruce and Sam Al- 
lardyce). 

But after guiding Palace to the top 


flight, Holloway left in October 2013 hav¬ 
ing lost seven of his first eight league 
games. 

He now needs to put his last experience 
in management quickly behind him. At 
Millwall, Holloway struggled and despite 
a decent start to the 2014-15 campaign, 
in which Lions won four of their first 
seven games, their form plummeted and 
he was unable to halt their slide, winning 
just four more times in the subsequent 33 
matches before he was dismissed in 
March 2015. 

Since then he has seen plenty of QPR in 
action while working as a TV pundit for 
Sky Sports. 

Now he is back in the pressure cooker 
environment. Who knows what Ian Hol¬ 
loway will do at Rangers third time 
around? 

Whatever happens, it won't be dull.

played). We were playing against a team who 
had 10 first team regulars on the pitch and that’s 
how desperate they were to try to get a result. 

“But we more than acquitted ourselves very 
well. A lot of the younger players will have 
learnt from this. We had four of our best ones 
away with England but it is nice to finish with 
our best performance in front of a paying crowd 
for Chelsea, and they will be thinking there are 
some bright players for the future. 

But Viveash is unsure whether Blues will 
compete against lower division sides again next 
season. 

He said: “I don’t make the decisions, I am a 
coach, but I am sure the powers that be will dis¬ 
cuss it and they will look at the programme. 
This year it suited us to go in. We made a deci¬ 
sion and other so-called big clubs didn’t do it but 
there are a couple of under-23 teams that have 
qualified by playing four or five senior players, 
and good luck to them 

“With all respect, as an under-23s team, we 
hope one of those goes quite far in the competi¬ 
tion, while the league teams will be hoping that 
they won’t - and that is the reality of it. 

“What we have found is that there is support 
for the competition. We have had three excellent 
games. All three of them were different. For us, 
it has been a worthwhile exercise but the deci¬ 
sion as to whether we compete in this competi¬ 
tion against next season is not mine to make.” 

Viveash spoke of the benefits for his young 
players: “You learn that when playing league 
football you get punished for very little mis¬ 
takes. Concentration and staying focused is a 
key part. 


“Even though Oxford’s goal was a yard offside, 
it is (a lack of) concentration that gets him in. 
We were very tired at that stage. We are talking 
about kids against men and they have worked 
tremendously hard to defend so well for long pe¬ 
riods.” 

With Conte now firmly fixed on a back three 
system, will Viveash aim to follow Conte’s 3-4-3 
formation? 

“No, not really,” he said. “We have played 3-4- 
3 a lot in the past 18 months, before the manager 
was here. We work on systems that suit the per¬ 
sonnel that we have. But obviously, when you 
have Kurt coming into your programme, then 
it is good to put him into that system. 

“We played 3-4-3 in four games at the start of 
the season, so last year the U18s, 19s, 21s all used 
it in different periods. We fluctuate between 
three or four systems, it depends on personnel 
and what suits.” 

Presumably the point of the development 
squad is to bring them up to first-team consid¬ 
eration. Blues have 38 players out on loan but 
some, like striker Tammy Abraham, currently 
starring for Bristol City in the top half of the 
Championship, are banging on the head coach’s 
door. 

“We are very young in the U23s league,” said 
Viveash. “And for us to have another body be¬ 
hind the main striker like Ike Ugbo, who is only 
17, helps. If it was Abraham or Dominic Solanke, 
it is different, as they don’t really need that, but 
Ike needs it and that’s how it works. And it suits 
our midfielders, because we have a lot of talent 
in there.” 

So what of Abraham? 

“He is scoring a few,” said Viveash. “It is ob¬ 


viously great when that happens. But it is not 
just Tammy. Kasey Palmer is playing in the 
Championship as well, at Huddersfield, a team 
that are flying very high, so those boys are 
ready for the next stage of their development. It 
is great for them to go out and experience senior 
football and they are doing well in it. 

“It is also great for Charlie Colkett and Jake 
Clarke-Salter, the pair at Bristol Rovers in 
League One. I watched them against Swindon 
and they both performed pretty well, and it is 
different stages of where players are at. This is 
a different group. We have a couple from this 
group that in January will probably be looking 
(to move on loan) at the older end. 

“But it is what you do when you are out on 
loan. You could have envisaged Tammy hitting 
the ground running but what Tammy has is a 
massive enthusiasm for the game. He just loves 
playing football and scoring goals, and you can 
see that by the goals he scores. We have re¬ 
minded him that most of them are tap-ins but it 
doesn’t really matter. He is a nice kid, Tammy, 
and he will be learning a lot about Champi¬ 
onship defenders. 

“I don’t know where he will play next season, 
that’s not for me to decide. He has passed 
through my programme now, so it’s for the pow¬ 
ers that be to decide those things. These deci¬ 
sions are made by senior people, not coaches. 

And what about his own future? 
“I don’t look at that, I just look at the next game. 
I am in a really good job with a good group of 
kids. They want to learn. This year’s group is 
very young but they want to learn and I enjoy 
the role. We will see what happens in the future 
but at the minute I am enjoying what I am 


doing.” 

Jody Morris’ U-18s, FA Youth Cup winners for 
the past three seasons, start their defence of the 
trophy with a home match against Cardiff City at 
Aldershot on December 17.

Zouma closer to recall 


Young defender making progress after injury

KURT Zouma is inching his way to¬ 
wards a return to first team action 
and could, depending on the fitness 
of returning international stars, 
even figure in the squad on Sunday 
when Blues head to the North-East to 
face Middlesbrough in the Premier 
League. 

France centre-back Zouma, 22, is play¬ 
ing again following his anterior cruci¬ 
ate ligament injury last season. 
He came through a successful 90 min¬ 
utes for the development squad (under- 
23s) in their 1-1 draw against Oxford 
United in the Football League Trophy at 
The Bridge last week. 

After seeing his side win the penalty 
shootout 13-12, U23s manager Adi 
Viveash said of Zouma: “He has been a 
privilege to work with. 

“He is a fine young player and has 
been tremendous with the boys. He 
works very, very hard every day. He 
gives good advice but you have still got 
to remember that he is very young and 
he has now got to get into a (first team) 
defence that is performing excellently at 
the minute. But he gives the manager 
another quality player and that, I imag¬ 
ine, is important for his squad.” 
Chelsea U23s finished bottom of the tro¬ 
phy group that also included Swindon 
Town and Exeter City but the experi¬ 
ence will have done much for Zouma’s 
confidence and fitness. 


Viveash said: “And that was a proper 
game for Zouma in terms of fitness, be¬ 
cause he was playing against first team 
players like Maguire, before Thomas 
and Hemmings came on. 

“He got a few whacks in the mouth 
but, pace wise, he certainly looked 
quick and strong, which is what people 
say when they look at his game. He is 
jumping above the crossbar like he al¬ 
ways does and, in the main, his distri¬ 
bution was good, so he will have 
benefited from the Oxford game. 

“We are pleased to have helped him on 
his road to recovery and now it is up to 
the powers that be to decide what hap¬ 
pens with him. And that will include a 
full-time return to the first team squad, 
something that Viveash is confident 
Zouma is ready for against Scotland on 
Friday, will be keen to add to his Eng¬ 
land tally of four goals.” 

In-form Eden Hazard scored in Bel¬ 
gium’s 8-1 hammering of Estonia on 
Sunday - the first goal Thibaut Courtois 
has conceded in the Red Devils’ World 
Cup qualifying campaign - but Chelsea 
boss Conte will have fingers crossed 
that there will be no undue concern 
over the fact that his playmaker left the 
field in the 74th minute with what ap¬ 
peared to be a knock to his knee. 
Last Wednesday, Hazard skippered Bel¬ 
gium in their 1-1 friendly draw with 
Holland in Amsterdam, where Courtois 
and Michy Batshuayi remained on the 
subs’ bene. 

Nemanja Matic and Branislav 
Ivanovic played for Serbia in their 
World Cup qualifier against Wales 
which ended 1-1 at Cardiff City Stadium 
on Saturday, while the next night Asmir 


Begovic’s Bosnia and Herzegovina - in 
the same Group H as Belgium - also had 
to settle for a 1-1 draw after conceding a 
95th minute equaliser to Greece in 
Athens. 

N’Golo Kante was an 88th minute sub¬ 
stitute for Group A leaders France as 
they came from behind to beat Sweden 
2-1 in Paris on Friday night. 
Victor Moses scored a brace and John 
Mikel Obi also notched a goal for Nige¬ 
ria in their 3-1 win over Algeria in 
World Cup qualification at the weekend. 
But Baba Rahman’s Ghana suffered a 
disappointing 1-0 defeat to Egypt that 
leaves their qualifying hopes in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

ZOUMA had another Chelsea first 
team squad player for company in 
last week’s U23’s game against Ox¬ 
ford United in Dutchman Marco Van 
Ginkel. 

He, too, played 90 minutes but it’s not 
an injury that is keeping him out of the 
senior side.He’s simply down the peck¬ 
ing order and has had a series of loan 
deals, most recently a disappointing 
time in Italy with AC Milan. Viveash ex¬ 
pects him to head out of SW6 again on 
loan in January. 

“Marco had an injection in the knee,” 
he said. “He trained in pre-season with 
the loan players and he has been with 
us for a couple of weeks now and he is a 
bit further ahead. He just needs match 
fitness. Marco will be getting ready for 
January and then I imagine he will be 
looking to play senior football, as he has 
done previously. 

“He would be out on loan now if he 
hadn’t needed the injection. But for the 


time being we are just helping him build 
up his fitness levels and his match min¬ 
utes and he will certainly be ready for 
January.” 

As for the much lambasted Checka- 
trade Football League Trophy, where 
Chelsea were the only Premier League 
club to enter a U23 side, it’s the end of 
the road for this season, having lost two 
and drawn one. 

After the 1-1 draw against Oxford - 
Chelsea’s goal came from Josimar Quin¬ 
tero - Blues won a remarkable 34 spot- 
kick marathon. 

Viveash said: “They practice penalties 
every day. When it gets to that stage, 
you are quite confident because all the 
boys have taken part in three Champi¬ 
ons League penalty shootouts but it is 
different doing it in front of 200 at Cob- 
ham compared to 6,000 at Stamford 
Bridge. 

“I am obviously disappointed they had 
to go through that, because I thought 
they deserved to win the game in nor¬ 
mal time. But for learning and develop¬ 
ment, you can’t beat the pressure of 
penalties. 

“We would have liked to finish it a bit 
earlier but they were mentally strong 
and we came out on the right side of it. 
It is a lottery at that stage but for their 
development, with the Oxford fans bay¬ 
ing for it behind the goal, it was great.” 

Viveash can see the merits of the Tro¬ 
phy competition: “We have obviously 
played a very young team in it. Against 
Oxford, we obviously needed the power 
of the three players that had first team

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM are hoping to win three con¬ 
secutive league matches for the first 
time this season when they resume 
their play-off bid against Sheffield 
Wednesday at Craven Cottage on Sat¬ 
urday (3.00pm). 

Impressive back-to-back victories 
in the Championship, at home 
against Huddersfield Town (5-0) and 
last time out at Brentford (2-0), have 
propelled Whites to eighth place in 
the table, just two points off the cov¬ 
eted topsix. 

With momentum in their favour, 
they could have done without the 
fortnight's interruption for interna¬ 
tional fixtures. 

Although the Fulham team took 
part in a period of silence prior to 
their win over Brentford in memory 
of soldiers who lost their lives in the 
two world wars, the players' shirts 
worn against Wednesday in the first 
home game since Remembrance 
Sunday will be emblazoned with 
poppies and auctioned off to raise 
funds for The Royal British Legion. 
On Friday, Fulham players Marcus 
Bettinelli and Cauley Woodrow 
joined local school children at Fulham 
Cemetery to pay their respects to sol¬ 
diers who made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice. 

The remembrance ceremony, led by 
Fulham FC Chaplain, the Reverend 
Gary Piper, included presentations 
and poems on the Battle of the 
Somme read out by Year 6 pupils from 
Sir John Lillie Primary School. 

The pupils researched the Battle of 
the Somme, which ended 100 years 
ago this month, as part of the Com¬ 
monwealth War Graves Commission 
(CWGC) Living Memory project which 
equips communities in the British 
Isles with the resources to discover, 
explore and remember the soldiers 
commemorated in UK cemeteries. 
Fulham lost a number of players dur¬ 
ing the two world conflicts: Frederick 
George Wheatcroft, Ernie Thompson, 
William Borland, Fred Waterson, 
Harry Robotham, Robert Suart, and 
William Maughan in World War One, 
and Dennis Higgins, George Fairbairn, 
Jimmy Temple, Ernest Tucket and 
Jimmy Tomkins in World War Two. 
Piper said: "It's important to realise 
how much suffering went on, so I 
think it's really important that we do 
remember the brave soldiers. The cer¬ 
emony at Fulham Cemetery is a great 
way to unite our local community 
and pay our respects." 

Pro footballers have a reputation 
for caring only about themselves, so 
it was heartening to read the com¬ 
ments of the Whites duo. 

Goalkeeper Bettinelli, said: "It's an 
opportunity for us to reflect and to 
show our gratitude and respect for 
everything our brave soldiers did for 
the freedom we enjoy, and some¬ 
times take for granted, today. The 
children spoke and read out lovely 
poems and visiting the war graves is 
really moving. What we do compared 
to what they've done is nothing, so 
it's only right to say thank you and 
show our respects." 

Striker Woodrow added: "It's really 
important that Marcus and I visited 
the cemetery and met with children 
from a local primary school. It was re¬ 
ally moving and for us to show our 
appreciation to all the soldiers who 
lost their lives in battle. It's been a 
hundred years since the Battle of the 
Somme took place and it's essential 
we remember the sacrifices made by 
so many, for what we have today. This 
information needs to be passed on to 
future generations, so we don't for¬ 
get. It was particularly pleasing to 
see so many young children take 
part.
